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CHIVALROUS SOUTHRONS 


4 DUEL WITH PISTOLS FOUGHT AT 
NE W-ORLEANS. 

#HE FIELD OF HONOR BACK OF A SLAUGH- 
TER-HOUSE—C. H. PARKER, EDITOR OF 
THE ‘‘ PICAYUNE,’” PUTS A BULLET INTO 
STATE TREASURER BURKE’S THIGH, 


‘New-Or.ieans, June 7.—Major E. A. 
Surke, State Treasurer of Louisiana, and Mr. 
C. H. Parker, editor of the Picayune, fonght 
a duel in this city, this morning, in which 
Major Burke was severely wounded. The 
Picayune of May 81 contained an editorial 
article, of which the following are the salient 
points: 

“ There is now, we are credibly informed, to the 
predit of the general fund for 1882, in the hands of 
the fiseal agent, the sum of $22,000. That fund is 
made up of 1 mill tax on property and all the 
license taxes throughout the- State. The lieense 
taxes are due by April 1 each year, and the bulk of 
them are supposed to be eollected before that 
time. These licenses ought to range this year 
between $175,000 and $200,000, In the city of 
New-Orleans they ought to exceed $125,000. 
Now, what has become of this money? Has 
it been collected, and if it has been 
eollected, has it been turned into the Treasury ? 
We presume it has, because the law directs that: 
the Colleetors should make a return each month; 
If they have not done so they should have been 
exposed; then, presuming that it has been turned 
Into the State Treasury, what has been done with 
it? With only $22,000 on hand on May 30, in the 
hands of the fiscal agent, there has been some mis- 
management of this fund, or we wholly misunder- 
stand the case. We call upon the State Treasurer 
to give an explanation of this apparently anomalous 


condition of one of the most important funds 
noder his charge.”’ 


The following day the State Treasurer, 
Major E. A. Burke, replied through his paper, 
the Times-Democrat, giving the condition of 
the funds in the hands of the fiscal agent and 
its disbursements, claiming that there was 
$44,460 on band, instead of $22,000, as stated 
in the Picayune. Major Burke also sent the 
following personal dispatch to Mr. Parker, 
editor of the Picayune: 


Baton Rover, May 31.—Relative to the ed- 
{torial in the Picayune concerning the condition of 
the general fund of 1882a representative of the 
ficayune is here, and bas daily access to tho 
Treasurer's office. A brief request to him or an in- 
quiry at the fiscal agency would have put that 
ae ge in possession of the truth. The public can 

est judge of the motives which ins ired this pub- 
Neation, and I shall simply refer it to the joint 
committee now examining the Auditor’s and Trea- 
Burer’s books. The condition of the general fund 
of 1882 is as follows: 

Total cash receipts, $179,904 02. Dispursements— 
Paid warrants, firat quarter, $132,829 48; paid Agri- 
cultural Bureau, $575; paid insurance old State- 
house, $235; repairs on ola State-house roof, 
$184 50; removing archives to Baton Rouge, $1,500; 
cash in fiscal agency May 13, $44,460 04, making a 
total of $179,904 02, as called for by the Auditor’s 
and Treasurer's books, 

Under the law the Treasurer is required to pay 
the warrants which may have been cashed by the 
fiscal agent before any other warrants ean be 

aid. This has been done, and the cash now in the 

iscal agency, owing to the collections made in the 
latter part of May, imstead of being $22,000, as 
stated by the Picayune, is sufficient to pay the con- 
ttitutional warrants for the months of April and 
May, 1882, as may be seen by reference to the offi- 
pial notice in the Capitolian Advocate,

On the 2d of June the Picayune responded 
with an editorial article which began by ac- 
xnowledging the receipt of Major Burke’s tel- 


agram, which was printed, and proceeded as 
follows: 


We are pleased that Mr. Burke shonld have so 
promptly responded t9 the very proper questions 
which we put, but the off-hand manner of his deal- 
Ing with the Picayune is decidedly out of the way, 
aud there is a disingenuousness about his state- 
ment thatis decidedly objectionable. The Picay- 
une did inquire at the fiscal agency inthis city to 
learn of the condition of the fund there. The in- 
formation published was given on authority. The 
following certificate will explain the condition of 
the general fund before our article appeared: 

STaTe NATIONAL BANK, Ne w-ORLEANs, June 1, 1882, 
Editor New-Orleans Picayune: 

Dear Sink: When, on the 29th May, you inautred at 
this bank the balance to credit of general fund of 
1582, it was $15,685 ¥7; that fund received yesterday, 
May 31, $26,349 82, making a total balance at the close 
of business yesterday, $45,045 79. This will differ 
from the State Treasurer’s books by the amount of re- 
mittances in transit (if amy) and checks outstanding. 
Yours truly, T. R. ROACH, Cashier. 

Now, when Mr. Burke knows very well that the 
sum of $26,346 82 was put to the credit of that fund 
the day our article appeared in print, it is rather 
singular that he should attempt to pose in any such 
manner. The morning that Mr. Burke wrote that 
telegram he had pat into the fund $26,240 82, or 
over 58 per cent. of the balance, to its credit, and 
that was within 18 hours after the Picayune’s artl- 
cle was published. This fashion of dealing with 
such a matter is certainly not calculated 
to Inspire confidence in the candor of the 
Treasurer. As to the reason for our in- 
quiries, it may be simply said that Mr. Burke 
ought very properly to say ‘the public can best 
judge of the motives which inspired this publica- 
tion.” The publicdo judge, and have judged, of 
our motives, and know that they are inspired sole- 
ly by an interest in good government and an honest 
administration of affairs. If Mr. Burke desires to 
question those motives particularly let him do so 
in a more palpable form. The /icayune asked 
some very simple and natural questions, and we 
are glad, for the sake of the public service, that so 
hearty a response has been made, that since our 
publication two months of 1882 of the warrants 
of constitutional officers are to be paid at 
onee, and all the outstanding warrants of 
some classes for 1881 are to_be satisfied. 
Since Treasurer Burke has suggested this question 
of application to him, we shall take early oppor- 
tunity to make inquiry through our representative 
at Baton Rouge concerning certain matters con- 
nected with the administration of the finances that 
will be of interest to the people. There has not 
been any over-publicity in connection with this de- 
partment of the Government, though the Treasurer 
has anorgan. The /icayune is neither interested 
in politics nor in State finances, and simply desires 
to inform the public of the status of affairs. The 
public officers should never come to con- 
sider that they own the State, and any in- 
quiries as to the affairs of these offices as insults. 
We see no reason for Treasurer Burke getting ex- 
cited over public questions, oy to him publicly, 
concerning the Treasury of the State and its con- 
duct. Hels supposed to bea public servant, and 
to have no secrets about his office, and ought to 
bail any question of this character as an oppor- 
tunity to inform the public. He does not appear 
to make extra exertions in his own journal to let 
the mass of office-holders and tax-payers know all 
the workings of the Treasury, and when an inde- 
pendent journal takes an interest in such matters 
be should not even half try to say hard things. 
Treasurer Burke closes his telegram with a very 
unfair statement. When he wrote that an official 
notice could be ‘seen’ in the Capitolian- Advocate 
that April and May constitutional warrants were to 
be paid he was well uware that no such notice had 
ever been seen by any one in print. He should 
have said that in consequence of the agitation of 
this matter he had just written a notice to appear in 
the next day’s Baton Rouge paper that he would pay 
out this considerable sum in his hands.”’ 

On the following morning Major Burke 
sent a challenge to Mr. C. H. Parker, editor of 
the Picayune. Mr. Parker promptly accepted 
it, and through his representatives, Mr. George 
L. Hall and Mr. James A. Renshaw, named 
Mississippi rifles as the weapons. Major Burke 
had the choice of distance, and Mr. James D, 
Henston and Capt. John Augustin, his seconds, 
fixed it at two and one-half paces. Though 
no reasons were given by Major Burke’s 
friends for naming so short a distance, it is 
generally understood that they did so because 
of the reputed expertness of Parker with the 
weapon selected. ‘The distance named was not 
satisfactory to Mr. Parker, and after a confer- 
ence between the seconds reguiar dueling 
pistols were agreed upon as the weapons in- 
stead of rifles, and the distance was fixed at 20 
paces, the ground selected being an open field 
in the rear of the slaughter-house in St. Ber- 
nard Parish. Major Burke and friends ar- 
rived first on the ground, and were soon 
joined by Mr. Parker and his triends. 

his was shortly after 6 o’clock this morning. 
Major Burke won the choice of position and 
stood with his back to the east. Mr. Hall, one 
of Mr. Parker’s seconds, had the word. Both 
of the principals were apparently calm and 
collected, at no time giving outward appear- 
ance of excitement. When Mr. Hall gave the 
word to * fire’ both of the pistols were dis- 
charged, that of the Major perhaps more 

romptly than the one held by Mr. Parker. 
The seconds of Mr. Parker asked Major Burke’s 
seconds whether their principal was satisfied. 
Major Burke declined to accept any settlement 
except an unconditional apology for the words 
used in the Picayune concerning him and an 
avowal of belief in his courage and integrity. 

Mr. Parker replied that he had never ques- 
tion the courage of his opponent, but be claimed 
the right as a journalist to criticise Major 
Burke’s conduct as public officer, and he should 
continue to criticise it, A second, third, and 
fourth shot was had. At the third shot Major 
Burke’s coat was torn by Mr. Parker's 
bullet, The supply of bullets became 


exhausted at the fourth fire, and some 
delay was occasioned. More bullets were 
at length procured. They were too 
small for the bore of the pistols, and they were 
wrapped in paper and driven home. n the 
fifth fire Major Burke’s pistol was discharged 
first—as it had been in each ease—but notwith- 
standing this fact Mr. Parker’s bullet entered 
Major Burke’s right thigh, passing through 
into the left thigh and within a quarter of an 
inch of the skin, from which it was at once 
removed by his surgeon, Dr. F. Loeber, aided by 
Dr. J. W. Scott, Mr. Parker's surgeon. When 
Major Burke was struck by the bullet he kept 
his feet for a moment, and then gradually sank 
into the arms of his faithful friend, Capt. 
Augustin, Mr. Parker and his friends at once 
returned to this city, whither Major Burke 
was brought an hour later. The physicians 
declined to express an opinion. as to the prob- 
able result of the Major’s wounds. At present 
all signs are favorable, but the track of the 
ball was so close to the main artery that there 
are grave apprehensions of a secondary hemor- 
ERage. Major Burke has not been in good 
health for some time, and his constitution may 
not be able to withstand the great draft upon 
it. A proces verbal is being prepared by the 
seconds of Mr. Parker for publication in the 
morning. 


Mr. E. A. Burke, of New-Orleans, State 
Treasurer, Honorable, Major, editor, Romeo, 
duelist, &c., has at last succeeded in getting 
himself shot on the field, and in the seat, of 
honor. He won this proud distinction by most 
arduous aad skillful labor, and deserves a re- 
view of the steps by which he ascended, 

Beginning as a modest manipulator of pri- 
mary returns, Mr. Burke’s brilliant talents in 
the line of fiction and surprising mathematics 
soon qualified him as a man upon whom Louisi- 


ana Democracy could depend. Hethen became 
foreman of a fire company and a shining light 
in the scientific corps devoted to the shot-gun 
method of spreading the political gospel among 
benighted African voters. In the celebrated 
charge made by the impetuous 7,000 White 
Leaguers against Longstrect’s 300 flerce Police, 
Sept. 14, 1874, he, for peerless gallantry in 
keeping the rear together and his heroic re- 
fusal to quit his post where the bullets were 
thickest—with the ammunition wagon—was 
breveted Major upon the field. Retiring again 
to civil life, he devoted several years to per- 
fecting himself in the art of successfully count- 
ing minority votes, and when, in the next cam- 
paign he unfurled his gonfalon as candidate 
for State Treasurer, itis not to be wondered 
at that the returns were unanimous in his 
favor. 

His bounding ambition, however, refused to 
rest. He purchased the New-Orleans Demo- 
crat, which was then in feeble financial health, 
and soared as an editor. Some few literary 
difficulties being in the way of his immediately 
filling the tripod, he retained Mr. H. J. Hear- 
sey,its former owner and editor, to do the 
writing, while he ‘‘superintended.”? After 
six months or so, however, he learned enough 
to suit the journalistic requirements of his 
subscribers, organized a powerful staff, 
bounced Mr. Hearsey, and assumed full con- 
trol. During the next six months even the 
grayest of local newspaper men declared that 
Horace Greeley in his palmiest days had 
written nothing which resembled the leaders 
emanating every morning from the gifted 
Burke. He was outspoken on the subject of 
molasses and absolutely fearless in his treat- 
ment of the weather, while his philippics 
against the cotton-worm were models of 
vehbemence and invective. 

About this time Mr. Hearsey dawned upon 
the horizon with a small but stirring sheet 
called The States, and, being somewhat of an 
inquiring mind, instituted a series of conun- 
drums therein, touching upon Major Burke’s 
handling of certain public responsibilities, 
Then the Democrat’s editorial page suddenly 
lost its agricultural complexion and bristled 
with personals, satisfactorily settling the ques- 
tion of Mr, Burke’s integrity by calling Mr. 
Hearsey a coward and aliar. Mr. Hearsey— 
who wasalso a ** Major,” by the way—jumped 
up at this, ple his heels together, and 
howled for instant blood, but, on reflection, 
accepted a cocktail as a temporary stay, sat 
down and wrote Major Burke a gory and ter- 
rible challenge. 

This was duly conveyed, with the ceremony 
and pomp befitting. Acaucusof war was held 
in the Democrat office, where the awful possi- 
bility of their distinguished chief being mas- 
sacred was discussed in frightened whispers by 
all hands, from the fifteen-dollar-a-week ed- 
itor-in-chief to the sinecure-holding cashier. 
Lawyers iu the nextroom drew up the Major’s 
will. The paragrapher sketched out half a dozen 
forms of a dying speech. All was gloom, Mr. 
James D, Houston, Criminal Sheriff, who had 
filled a private graveyard in years gone by, 
declared to Hearsey’s seconds that he himself 
had written the obnoxious rejoinder, and stated 
his willingness te ge out and shoot Hearsey in 
Burke’s place, The seconds gently but firmly 
urged that as Burke was not only editor of the 
Democrat, but a notoriously poor shot, they 
would hold him responsible, and him 
alone. This was csballing news, but as 
just then a detective rushed in to say 
that Hearsey had been vainly trying all morn- 
ing to shoot a hole through the folding doors 
of his apartments, and was so near-sighted 
that he couldn’t see his pistol, Major Burke 
nerved up ali that spirit which had made him 
famous in war, signed the wiil, accepted the 
challenge, suggested an alteration in his dying 
speech, and fell upon the neck of his beloved 

ouston and wept. 

The particulars of the encounter are too 
well known to need mqre than brief reference. 
The adversaries met near the cemetery for 
sake of mutual convenience, They were 
strapped, en the Farragut principle, to two 
stakes 10 yards apart. They exchanged two 
shots. Major Hearsey winged a lame duck 30 
yards to Burke’s right with his first shot, and 
on the second brought a stray mule to grief 20 
yards to his left. Simultaneously Major Burke 

agged a tame hen and a rash porker, both of 
whom had imprudently strayed within 40 
paces of Hearsey. This conclusively proving 
that Major Hearsey’s courage and veracity 
were unimpeachable, honor was declared satis- 
fied, the Majors shook hands, the farmer was 
told to charge his dead poultry and maimed 
live stock to the contingent fund, and the doc- 
tors, undertaker, seconds, principals, and mu- 
tual friends drove back to the city, where a 
banquet had already been prepared by the 
thoughtful and devoted Houston. 

Having now made himself renowned as a 
duelist and consolidated the Democrat with 
the Times, the valiant Major devoted himself 
to aggressive journalism of the most lurid or- 
der, in the course of which last year he stum- 
bled against Mr. C. U. Parker, editor of the 
New-Orleans Ficayune. Mr. Parker was 
mild, industrious, baid-headed, and phenome- 
nally near-sighted—in short, just such a man 
as Burke wanted. Besides, there were a bevy 
of ladies to cling to Mr. Parker’s coat-tails, 
and he was celebrated for his aversion to rows 
of any kind. So Mr. Burke wrote a moving 
leader, in which he stated that it was Mr. 
Parker’s curious habit to braid his ears in and 
out the rungs of his chair while writing upon 
political subjects. Next day, Mr. Parker not 
having replied, Mr. Burke’s playful fancy took 
the shape of a map, in which Mr. Parker’s sup- 
posititious lunch route was clearly indicated 
by dotted lines. Still Mr. Parker was silent. 
Then Mr. Burke, with pretended genealogi- 
cal zeal, gave out theories of Mr. Parker’s 
origin, which, although somewhat after Dar- 
win, were calculated to he exasperating. Then 
it was that Mr. Parker stirred, and he quietly 
intimated in a courteous editorial that, upon 
the offense being repeated, he would cowhide 
Mr. Burke within an inch of his life. Mr. 
Burke’s paper thereupon underwent a tre- 
mendous upheaval of excitement, but it was 
noticed that no more hard names were called, 
and the affair fumed and fretted itself into 
insignificance and was soon forgotten, 

This Spring Mr. Parker’s coat-tails seem to 
have been somewhat insecure, fora fortnight 
ago he tore himself from restraint and rashly 
inquired through the columns of the Picayune 
into certain discrepancies in Mr. Burke’s ac- 
counts as State Treasurer. He even insinuated 
that a man who could stuff ballot-boxes could 
steal, and further hinted that in Major 
Burke’s dictionary could was synonymous with 
would, This astounding impudence to a Major 
and a duehst was, of course, not to be tolerat- 
ed. The fiery challenge passed, the parties 
met, and, pierced through the ‘‘ thighs,’ the 
Major fell, 

Of course it must be acknowledged that this 
little occurrence will hardly straighten up the 
Major's official ledgers, and very probably his 
editorials for the next month will have to be 
written on the mantelpiece. But it can readi- 
ly be seen from its location that the hole drilled 
by this surprising person Parker will be of in- 
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estimable value to Mr. Burke when next the 
White League parades, for he can run a lariat 
through it and tie himself on hishorse. Be- 
sides, even the most violent scoffers cannot 
deny that the Major has received full satisfac- 
tion for the affront thrust upen him and that 
his name now deserves to rank high in the 
golden lists of Southern chivalry.

A RAT-PIT AT YALE COLLEGE.

THE STORY OF MAXWELL EVARTS’S BAT 
TERRIER AND BADGER. 
New-HAveEn, June 7.—Maxweil Evarts, son 


‘of ex-Secretary William M. Evarts and a member 


of the Sophomore Class of Yale College, is the 
owner of a fine healthy badger. He also owns a 
rat terrier named Fannie. The badger escaped 
from its owner and took refuge in the catch-basin 
to a sewer, corner of State and Chapel streets, and 
the Police and general public were much interested 
in effecting the capture of the animal Crowds 
of men and boys gathered at the sewer en- 
trance for several days, in the vain hope of 


recovering Mr. Evarts’s property. In the mean- 
time the badger frequently showed himself 
at the mouth of the catch-basin, always 
retreating when capture appeared probable. On 
Sunday night, two weeks ago, the badger came 
out of his hiding-piace and was taken alive in a 
trap and returned to Mr. Evarts, who took his pet 
to his boarding-house, No. 90 High-street. The ani- 
mal again escaped, bowever, and scrambled up a 
chimney, where he amused himeelf by clawing out 
the bricks and revolutionizing the internal econo- 
my of the building. Ho finally disappeared, but 
Was recaptured, and is now in a cage. 

Mr. Evarts, nothing discouraged by his adven- 
ture in the sporting field, immediately entered into 
another enterprise. Yesterday there came to New- 
Haven, by the Adams Iixpress Company, a crate 
containing 30 lively rats. They were consigned to 
Mr. Evarts, and it was soon made known that the 
Nttle terrier, Fannie, who had not succeeded in 
badger hunting, was to be exercised in rat killing. 
As soon as the rats arrived Mr. Evarts’s classmates 
were overjoyed. They abandoned their lessons 
and hastily repaired to a convenient yard, where 
the crate with its squealing live stock was con- 
veniently placed for the oxhibition which came off 
this afternoon. Fannie was put inside the crate 
and time was taken. <A committee of students 
had first counted the rats and found them to num- 
ber just 27. The students danced about in wild 
glee at the sport, and in about six minutes Fannie 
had killed every rat. It is reported that they were 
procured in New-York at the rate of $75 a hundred, 
the market price. Mr. Evarts went to New-York 
to-day, but whether to order another crate of rats 
or on other business is not known. 


A SPECULATORS SUICIDE.

THE BRIEF CAREER OF A GRAIN GAMBLER 
IN CHICAGO, 

CnrricaGco, June 7.—A brief and unsuccessful 
career of speculation in the Chicago grain markets 
was to-day ended by suicide. The victim was J. 
A. West, of Cineinnati, an Englishman, of fine ap- 
pearance, who,is understood to be connected with 
a wealthy English family of the same name. West 
came te Chicago about five weeks ago from Cine!n- 
nati, where he had been in business asa cotton 
broker, leaving his wife and family at home. He 
took up quarters at the Commercial Hotel, and at 
once began speculating In grain on the open board, 
Dr. Morrical being his broker. He was quite com- 


municative to his broker regarding his family af- 
fairs, stating that he had wealthy connec- 
tions in England upon whom he could at 
any time call for funds. West's deals were almost 
uniformly unsuccessful, and the few hundred dol- 
lars he brought with him were soon exhausted. 
Last Monday he gave checks for about $900 on banks 
in Cincinnati, and to-day the checks came back dis- 
honored. He told Dr, Morrical yesterday that he bad 
cabled to bis people in Engiand for money, and was 
sure to receive a large credit by tele- 
rraph. This forenoon he said he had heard from 
tnylend, and should go at noon and draw against 
his newly arrived funds. This statement proved 
to be untrue, as no money had been placed to his 
credit. Nothing more was seen of West until 
about 5 o'clock this afternoon, when a chamber- 
maid at the Commercial entered his room and 
found him lying on his bed, a towel saturated with 
chloroform tied over his mouth. He was quite 
dead, and life bad evidently been extinct for some 
time. On the table, open and without address or 
signature, lay the following brief note, written in 
a plain, steady hand: 

*‘Tam sorry to have wronged any who had treated 
me kindly and advised me well, No one but myself 
isto blame for this. My body may be given to any 
doctor who wants aasubject. It is not to be sent to 
Cincinnatl. My family being left destitute, I hope the 
world will be good,to them. Their address is corner of 
Forest and Main avenues, Avondale, Clincinaatti 
Please telegraph them.” 

On the top of the note lay a fifty-cent piece, evi- 
dently ieft there to defray the cost of a telegram 
to Mrs. West.

RUNNING UP THE PRICE OF JULY WHEAT

THE FEARS OF A SPLIT HAPPILY

BLE FEATURES.

Cotumnvs, Ohio, June 7.—The Republi- 
can State Convention hele in this city to-day 
was, strictly speaking, a representative body 
and, in point of intelligence, has seldom been 
surpassed if equaled in the history of Ohio 
conventions. The morning session, at which 
the preliminary organization was effected and 
committees were appointed, was largely at- 
tended, many representative Republicans 
other than delegates being present. The con- 
vention was called to order by the Hon, W. 8. 
Capeller, of Hamilton County, whose speech 
clearly indicated that the utmost caution 
would be used by the Committee on Resolu- 
tions and that no radical plank would be in- 
serted that could give offense in any way to 
the more conservative element of the Republi- 
can Party on the liquor question, He paid a 
glowing tribute to President Garfield, speak- 
ing as follows: 


** Since the Republicans of Ohio met a year ago 
in convention, the Nation bas been brought to the 
grave of its beloved chief magistrate. No Admin- 
istration in the history of our country ever bore 
richer fruit within a itke eriod, and none ever 
gre more assureu promise of a noble success. 

during the brief four months that preceded the 
cowardly assassination of President Garfleld he 
exhibited a degree of statesmanship that com- 
manded the admiration of intelligent men every- 
where, irrespective of party. He showed a de- 
termination to be President of ail the United 
States, in fact as well as in name, and fore- 
shadowed a policy that had already drawn to 
him, as with cords of steel, all classes and condi- 
tions of men, of every shade of political faith. 
Suppressed sobs and moistened eyes followed the 
solemn tolling of the bells that announced that our 
chief magistrate was no more. But * God reigns 
and the Government at Washington still lives’— 
immortal words that should make every American 
feel proud that he lives under a republican form of 
government, where not even so great a calamity 
affeots the wheels of its maehinery. No friction 
attends the coming in of a new President, with an 
almost entirely remodeled Cabinet, evincing the au- 
periority of republican government.” 


State Senator Hollingsworth was made tem- 
porary Chairman. His address to the conven- 
tion was regarded as very conservative, and 
clearly indicated that harmony would rule the 
deliberations of the convention. The usual 
committees were then appointed witn great 
care, and the convention took a recess until 2 
o’clock. When the hour for meeting had ar- 
rived the convention hall was densely packed. 
The meeting was called to order, and, in the 
absence of ex-Gov. Cox, Gen, R. P. Kennedy 


was made permanent President. He spoke 
most eloquently, eliciting from the vast throng 
flattering demonstrations ot approval, speak- 
ing substantially as tollows: 


“Tama Republican. I was born a Republican, 
and 1 will always be a Republican. I would seize 
every opportunity to be true again, and I gave my 
firat vote to that grand old party while it was in 
adversity, only to follow it toits universal and ul- 
timate success. It has ever been successful in the 
past 20 years, and has furnished two martyred 
Presidents to the Nation. I cast my first vote for 
Abraham Lincoln, and cast my last vote in 1880 for 
James A. Garfield, and the party remains true to 
the people. I will cast my last vote for it, and I 
would invoke for it the blessings of God. If you 
ask me to point to its unity, lL would point you to 
three hundred thousand of its people. If you 
would ask for its cause, 1 would hold up four 
millions of unshackled people that it freed to uphold 
its manhood. It took the doctrine of State rights aad 
cast it aside and lifted up four millions of suffering 
people, and whatever, my friends, may be the fu- 
ture of the Republic, the people can point to that 
in the war of the rebellion in which she struck off 
the shackles of four million slaves. I stood, my 
friends, but a few short months ago upon one of 
the grandest avenues the world can boast of and 
saw the funeral of that illustrious dead carried to 
its final resting place, which had been stricken 
down in the very youth of its grandeur, and that 
was the body of James A. Gartield. Lives there a 
nation across the ocean to whom we do not hold 
open the door of freedom f 

* Two millions of the people of the State of Ohio 
sanctioned the action of the General Assembly in 
the passage of a law for the protection of their 
rights, and if a dissenting court declares it uncon- 
stitutional the people will send men to the General 
Aesembly who will submit to the people an amend- 
ment to the Constitution which will lead such 
courts to respect and uphold laws which are con- 
stitutional, and I hope that this convention will 

yut in nomination a ticket which will be success- 

hal. and I believe that the Republican Party will be 
successful, I believe, my friends, that the Republi- 
can Party is not dead, and that the party which 
gave us such men as Lincoln and Garfield will still 
remain and that right and liberty and justice will 
be upheld and remain.”’ (Great applause.] 

It was clearly apparent to all present that 
the Speaker was directing his remarks to the 
German element, which had threatened to bolt 
and vote the Democratic ticket. It was a no- 
ticeable fact that some of the Hamilton Coun- 
ty delegates, as well as many others, doggedly 
refrained from giving any expression until 
they knew what the resolutions would be on 
the liquor question, 

While the convention was waiting for the 
committee to report, nominations of candidates 
for the three offices were made. There was 
some opposition to the balloting until the reso- 
lutions had been submitted to the convention, 
but this was overruled. For Secretary of 
State, the Hon. Charles Townsend was nom- 
inated by acclamation, there being no other 
candidate, For Supreme Court Judge, Judge 
Doyle, of Toledo, was nominated in the same 
manner. For member of the Board of Public 
Works there were five eandidates, including 
the present incumbent, Mr, Fullington. This 
gentleman was handicapped from the start by 
the Newburgh forgeries, which took place under 
his administration and were never discovered 
until an exposure was made by the press that 
the State was being robbed by the Clerk of the 
board, This fact alone defeated his renomina- 
tion. Before the result of the first ballot had 
been announced a sufficient number of votes 
had been changed from Fullington and other 
candidates to nominate Mr. Charles Flickinger, 
of Defiance County. His nomination was 
made unanimous and no announcement 
of the vote was made, While ‘the 
convention was waiting for the _res- 
olutions, ex-Gov. Noyes and Judge West 
addressed the convention, The latter being 
blind and one of the finest orators in Ohio, his 
speech was received by those sympathizing 
with the temperance element and the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath with rounds of applause, 
but not a visible expression of approval could 
be observed from Hamilton County and some 
other delegates. 

The long delay in presenting the platform to 
the convention gave rise to many rumors, and 
finally, at 4 o’clock, a special commitiee was 
appointed for the purpose of urging the plat- 
form-builders to submit the preamble as soon 
as possible. At 4:30 the resolutions were read 
to the convention, during which time an al- 
most painful quiet prevailed. The platform is 
as follows: 

The Republicans of Ohio, In State Convention 
assembled, adopt the following resolutions: 

I. In the untimely death of our late beloved 
President, James A. Garfield, we recognize a great 
national calamity, and we rejoice that his Admin- 
istration, during its brief existence, gave assurance 
of its success. We tender to President Chester A. 
Arthur our assuranee of confidence in his Admin- 
istration and our approval of the moderate and 
patriotic course pursued by him amid the embar- 
rassing circumstances unavoidably attending such 
a national crisis. 

II. We fully indorse the administration of Gov. 
Charles Foster and the State administration of the 


Republican Party during the last two years, under: 


which the expenditnres of the State were reduced 
over one-half a million dollars below the exnendi- 
tures of the Democratic administration of the two 
preceding years, and the public debt of the State 
reduced nearly a million and a quarter of dollars, 
and the remainder of the debt, redeemabie the 30th 
ot June, 1881, refunded at a rate of interest below 
344 Pt cent. per annum. 

i . We condemn the terrible outrages and per- 
secutions inflicted upon the Jews of Russia and 
other sections of Kurove, and, while we heartily 
approve the action of the Government in its efforts 
to ameliorate the condition of these unfortunate 
people, we earnestly solicit a continuance of its 
most energetic efforts to that end. 

IV. We indorse and affirm the principle of pro- 


tection to American industry as adopted at the last 
National Republican Convention. 

V. The tax-paying peeple of the State demand 
that, by specific taxation, the traffic in Intoxicating 
 oagson shall be made to bear its share of the pub- 
ic burdens, and that the Constitution, in so far as 
it may be an obstacie in the way of the exercise 
by the people, through their representatives, of 

ractical control over the liquor traffic to the end 

hat the evils resulting therefrom may be effect- 
ually provided against, should be amended at the 
earliest gate allowed by law. 


VI. All laws upon the statute-books must be re- 
spected and entorced until repealed by legislation 
or abrogated by legal euthority. 

VII. In preserving the life of the Natioa, in giv- 
ing freedom, civil rights, and suffrage to the slave, 
in the reconstruction ot the Union, in upholding 
the national honor and credit unimpaired, in the 
rapid payment of the public debt, and in the adop- 
tion of a series of wise public measures which have 

iyen to the country unexampied prosperity, the 
Republican Party has a record which gives assu- 
ranee of what it willdo tor the country in the 
future. Proud of this record, the Republicans of 
Ohio affirm it to be their purpose to continue their 
warfare upon dishonesty and fraud at the ballot- 
box until a free ballot and fair count are firmly se- 
cured to every locality and to every citizen. 

As soon as the reading was finished a dele- 
gate from Hamilton County moved that the 
resolutions be adopted, which was done by a 
unanimous vote of the convention. 

The opinion generally expressed to-night is 
that the convention to-day did good work, and 
was especially fortunate in agreeing upon the 
preamble and resolutions, which meet with ap- 
proval on all sides, There were 21 members 
of the committee at work on this instrument, 
all of whom held different views on the liquor 
traffic. This inharmonious body soon adjust- 
ed their differences, and that they finall 
agreed upon the platform submitted is regard- 
ed asremarkable. It is conceded that a large 
portion of the Germans and those engaged 
in the liquor traffic will be lost to 
the Republican Party, but this defection, it is 
believed, can be overcome by gains in the 
rural districts if the full Republican vote can be 
brought out. Leading Democrats feel confident 
that they will be able to sweep the State in Oc- 
tober, They say that the Republicans madea 
great blunder in not adhering to and strongly 
indorsing the measures adopted by the Legis- 
lature instead of hedging, and predict that the 
Prohibition ticket next Fal! will receive a 
larger support from the more radical temper- 
ance Republicans than ever before. 

CLEVELAND, June 7.—The action of the 
Ohio Republicans in Columbus to-day in 
ressing a safe and conservative course on the 
iquor question meets with approval here by 
Republicans of all classes, The ticket is con- 
sidered as excellent, and leading Republicans 
claim the State by 10,000 or 15,000.

THE OREGON VICTORY, 
MR. GEORGE’S RE-ELECTION CERTAIN—A RE- 
PUBLICAN LEGISLATURE PROBABLE. 


‘ PorTLAND, June 7.—There seems to beno 


doubt in regard to the re-election of George to 
Congress by a majority not less than 2,000. 
The Republicans claim the entire State by ma- 
jorities ranging from 700 to 1,800. The Demo- 
crats concede it to the Republicans by .small 
majorities. The lines to Eastern Oregon hav- 
ing been down for two days and no precinct 
east of the Cascade Mountains having been 
heard from, the Legislature is duubtful. East- 
ern Oregon has had a large immigration in the 
past two years, and it is believed te be mostly 
Republican. The Legislature will be close 
either way, and its composition cannot be 
known for two or three days. 

Returns from the election up to noon to-day 
show that the Legislature stands as follows: 
Of the Senate, which consists of 30 members, 
the Republicans have, including ‘‘ holdovers,” 
15, and the Democrats 14, members, 1 being 
doubtful, with the probabilities in favor of the 
Republicans. In the House, which consists of 
60 members, the Republicans bave 30, and the 
Democrats 24, members; doubtful, 6, of which 
2 are probably Republicans. Granting to the 
Democrats every doubtful district, the Legis- 
lature will be a tie on a joint ballot. The Re- 
publicans, however, claim the Legislature by 
at least four on joint ballot. The Democrats 
are inclined to concede that it will be tied.

LIBERALS IN NORTH CAROLINA, 
THE OPPOSITION TO CERTAIN STATE LEGIS- 

LATION—THE PLATFORM AND TICKET. 

Raueiau, N. C., June 7.—The Independ- 
ent Liberal State Convention met here to-day. 
William Johnson, of Mecklenburg, called the 
convention to order and was then elected Presi- 
dent. It was found that 60 of the 95 counties 
were represented by men who have heretofore 
acted and voted with the Democratic Party. 
The personnel is good. The delegates are men of 
character and standing in their counties, and 
they speak for not less than 15,000 Democrats 
who have abandoned the Bourbon Democrats 
because of the passage of the Prohibition bill 


by the last Legislature and because County 
Commissioners, Justices of the Peace, school 
committeemen, and court officers are not 
elected by the people, but by the Legislature. 
The agitation caused last Summer by the cam- 
paign upon the Prohibition bill furnished good 
ground for the organization of the Independ- 
ent Liberal Party, as ter on foot here to-day. 
The following is the platform: 

We, the Independent and Liberal people of North 
Carolina, in convention assembled, having wit- 
nessed with alarm the encroachments that have 
been made upon and still threaten our liberties, do 
resolve ourselves into the Liberal-Independent 
Party of the State, and invite all persons, without 
regard to past political affiliations, to unite with us 
in maintaining and defending the following prin- 
ciples: 

4 Taxation without representation is unjust, op- 
pressive. and violative of the fundamental princi- 
ple of American liberty. Therefore, we are op- 
posed to the present system of county government, 
whereby the rulers are placea beyond the control 
of the people, and earnestly demand that all county 
officers be elected by the people, the rightful source 
of all politieal power in a truly democratic form of 
government. 

II. As all —_ powers come from the people and 
by the people, we demand a free batlot and fair 
count in all elections. 

Ill. While we are opposed to intemperance in all 
its forms, we shall resist all sumptuary laws or 
class legislation. and, therefore, demand the re- 
peal of the unjust act of the last General As- 
sembly known as the Prohibition act. 

IV. We regard the education of the masses as 
essential to the welfare of the people, and we favor 
a liberal system of public instruction, both by the 
Sta'e and national Government. To that end we 
urge the application of all the funds arising from 
the tax on distilled spirits by the general Govern- 
ment to the common schools of the State, the same 
to be disbursed by State offieers. 

Oliver H. Dockery, of Richmond County, a

The report of the Pres- 
ident shows thatthe gross earnings of the past 
year were $966,435 85, of which $45,659 80 were by 
the Pope’s Creek line, showing an increase of $176,-

ton line and tunnel, and $38,970 82 was from the 
Pope’s Creek line. The total expenses were 
$840,923 26, an increase of $208,26007. The 
net earnings were, on Washington 
line, $145,003 94; deduct loss on the 
Pope’s Creek line, $19,495 85; total net earnings, 
$125,508 59. The President says: ‘ The handsome 
increase of about 2344 per cent. in earnings cannot 
but be very gratifying.” The large increase of 
expense is mainly attributable to the extension of 
the second track, to the erection of a car-shed 
and improvements at the passenger station in 
Washington, and to necessary expenditures at 
Calvert Stock-yards. The increased numper of 
passengers carried through the tunnel is 109,403, 
and on the Washington line 120,805. and on the 
Pope’s Creek line 3,037. In 1880, 267,666 tons of 
freight was carried on the Washington Branch, 
and in 1881, 368,686 tons. The extension of the 
second track is advaneing rapidly; a portion is 
already used, and it is expected that it will soon be 
in operation between the two cities. The election 
of Directors resulted in the choice of the old 
—— and Gov. Oden Bowie was re-elected Presi- 

ent. 


GREEN Bay, Wis., June 7.—At the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Green oy 
Winona and St. Paul Railroad to-day the old 
Board of Directors was re-elected.

DEFENDING BRADY'S RING 


ARGUMENTS FOR BRADY, DORSEY; 
AND VAIL, 

MR. WILSON CLOSES HIS SPEECH FOR BRADY 
—A RAMBLING HARANGUE BY MR. HINE 
FOR VAILE—DORSEY’S DEFENDER TELLS 
A QUAINT BUT IRRELEVANT §TORY. 


Wasurneton, June 7.—The 10 lawyer 
employed by the star route defendants now or 
trial sit in one group in the court-room, and 
to some extent are directed by one purpose, 
but the developments of to-day show that eack 
subdivision of the groupof defendants intend: 
to take care of itself, through its lawyers, 
without especial reference to the other sub 
divisions, 

Judge Wilson closed his address this morn 
ing. For the most part his statements were 
amplifications of those made yesterday. He 
repeated the assertion that if petitions and 
recommendations had been forged or improp- 
erly procured Gen. Brady could not know 
that this had been done. If service had been 
increased upon them, this was not evidence of 
corruption. The Government could not say 
that the expedited service would not have eost 
as much, if it had been advertised, under the 
same conditions. Thesmalinessof the receipts 
along the costly lines was no proof that the 
service was unnecessary. He opposed thé ides 
that the mail service should be self-supporting 
and be conducted on business principles, and 
advocated the theory that it should be used t¢ 
develop the country and aid business enter 
prises, If costly routes had been established 
to reach the California gold fields years ago, 
while the receipts along those lines were small, 
then on the same principle if was propel 
to pay great sums now for routes to reach 
other mining districts. Col. Bliss had ad. 
mitted that he wasa Yankee, and he reminded 
the jury that some persons assoeiated that 
term with narrow-mindedness,  littleness, ” 
meanness in business, and greed fer money. 
The mail service ought not te be con- 
ducted in accordance with such prin- 
ciples. He defied thse prosecution te 
show that Brady had received any money 


corruptly and supported this position by say- 
ing that his client had assured him that any 
testimony which might be offered in that di- 
rection would be false. Mr. Merrick asked if 
he intended to use Brady as a witness, Judge 
Wilson replied that he could vindicate him by 
other persons, He closed by reviewing Brady’s 
war record, 

Mr. L. G. Hine, who made an address 
in behalf of Miner and Vaile, labored 
to establish the character of the associa- 
tion of these persons with the other de- 
fendants, Going over Miner’s history, he 
showed that when Senator Dorsey went to 
Sandusky, Ohio, and established there a tool 
company, Miner was Managing Director of a 
wheel company. He bought stock in Dorsey’s. 
company, and was in this way acquainted 
with Dorsey fer several years before going 
into the mail business. At last Miner’s health be- 
came impaired, and he came to this city, when 
Dorsey was in the Senate. He took a room in 
the third story of Dorsey’s house. He didn’t 
want to be idle, and therefore began to think 
about bidding for mail contracts, although he 
knew no more about the business than Nico- 
demus did aout the second birth. Joshua W. 
Watts, of New-Mexieo, and John W. Dorsey 
were also here, and the three talked about going 
into the business, They kad met several years 
ago John M. Peck, Senator Dorsey’s brother-in- 
law, and he was also here talking about mail 
contracts. They all submitted bids and se- 
cured more routes than they expected. For 
convenience they then divided the routes 
among themselves. John W. Dorsey took 
those in Kansas, Nebraska, and Dakota; 
Watts those in New-Mexico, Southern Colo- 
rado, and Arizona, and Miner those in 
Northern Colorado, Utah, Nevada, Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Washington, Montana, and 
Idaho, Peck was sick and Miner acted 
for him by power of attorney, having then 
Senator Dorsey’s confidence to a greaterextent 
than he had it afterward. At great expense 
Miner put on service, having borrowed money 
from all his friends. Having hired men to do 
the work, he found that out of them all he 
would net something. Then some of his sub- 
contractors failed, and he went to Brady and 
asked for more time, Brady treated him so 
padly that he had spoken to him only once 
since, Vaile bought two of the’routes for $100 
each, and afterWard came in as practical mail- 
carrier and relieved Miner of the burden on 
other routes. 

While describing Vaile’s connection with the 
business, Mr. Hine drew an interesting picture 
of Vaile’s farm in Missouri, ‘‘as fine a farm as 
there is in the universe,”’ with 10,000 apple 
trees, a great herd of cattle, thousands of 

each trees, &c. This farm was his idol, and 
i could hardly be dragged away from 
it. Mr. Hine eloquently described the attrac- 
tions of the property and Mr. Vaile’s great en- 
joyment of rural life in terms which reminded 
the listener of William Wirt’s famous picture 
of Blennerhassett’s island before Burr en- 
tered it. 

Although the worthy Judge was’ interested, 
he couldn’t see what the farm had to do with 
the conspiracy, and at last cut the eloquent de- 
scription short and reminded Mr. Hine that 
time was valuable and it would be necessary 
to conduct the case *‘on business principles.” 

Mr. Totten urged that, Mr. Hine could pro- 
ceed in this way to show Vaile’s antecedents 
and reputation. ‘‘ No, he can’t,’ said Judge 
Wylie. 

r. Totten referred to the course pursued in 
relation to Babcock in the whisky ring cases, 
and remarked that Vaile had been called a 
rascal 19 times by Col. Biiss, 

Mr. Merrick urged him to confine his re- 
marks to an answer to those charges. 

‘‘ Yes,” said the Judge, ‘‘ get down to the 
facts. Don’t take up the orchards again. 
Time is too scarce.” 

‘“* Time is made for slaves,” replied Hine, 

*« And for freemen, too,” said the Judge. 

Mr. Hine then proceeded to characterize 
Col. Bliss’s speech as a novel, not even based 
upon facts. He asserted that Vaile and the 
Derseys had been malignant enemies since 
April 6, 1879. Miner had sided with Vaile, 
and this had exasperated the Senator. Afte1 
the routes had been divided between the Dor- 
seys on the one hand and Miner and Vaile on 
the other, Vaile and Miner discovered that 
they must keep up the service on all of 
the routes held by both parties, in order to 
prevent even one failure, for that failure would 
lock up the money due them on the routes in 
the'r own hands. Vaile fell into debt and was 
obliged frequently to visit Wasbington to re- 
new his notes. At this point Mr. Hine left 
his clients, not having touched upon the inter- 
esting subject of increase and expedition. This 
he will consider im his closing speech. 
In two hours to-day he succeeded in showing 
the intimate association of Miner and Vaile 
with the Dorseys in the mail business. Coun- 
sel for the Government are probably thankful 
to him for having saved them some trouble. 

Judge MeSweeny, counsel especially for ex- 
Senator Dorsey, is a lawyer of great power 
before a jury. Many stories are told of the 
exhibitions of his ability to move jurymen toa 
tears or laughter at will. His appearance ig 
peculiar. He is tall and broad-shouldered., 
Thin locks of brown hair are plastered closely 
to his head, and they break into ringlets be- 
low kis coat collar. He wearsa bushy brown 
beard, and upon his nose, which 1s not 
prominent, are fixed eye-glasses which 
are far below his eyes, and which 
seem to close -his_ nostrils in their 
embrace. His voice is rich and strong, and he 
uses it skillfully. He chooses the short Saxon

Senator Dorsey, he 
declared, represented the Democratic and 
Republican anti-carpet-bag sentiment of Ar- 
nsas, apparently forgetting that some 
might have regarded the Senator as a carpet- 
bagger himself from Ohio. He could not sud- 
denly fall from this height to the level of con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government. Peck had 
some to him and said, ‘‘Brother Stephen, 
we've a notion to put in for some mail con- 
tracts,’ but Senator Dorsey had told them not 
to do it, because the business was too risky. 
Notwithstanding his repeated warnings, they 
decided to goin. ‘*Then,” said Stephen, ‘if 
this is your game, I won’t desert you.” 
Judge McSweeny proceeded in _ this 
Way to describe his understanding of 
the undertaking. Senator Dorsey had never 
been known to desert a friend. He had run 
about the streets here to get first-class secu- 
rity for his friend John D, Adams, when he 
took the contract for the long route from Fort 
orth to Yuma, upon which Key had in-

NEED ORITICISM. 

AN INSURANCE BILL TO BENEFIT ONE FOR- 
EIGN COMPANY— COLLEGE sTUDENTS 
AND ALUMNI—MANY OLEOMARGARINE 
BILLS--OTHER IMPORTANT ACTS. 


Atsany, June 6,—The busy members of 
both houses, in casting about for subjects to legis- 
late upon or existing laws to tinker, did not over- 
look the topic of insurance. 
ber of statutes are now to be added to the list of 
session Jaws of 188%. The one of all others which 
has attracted attention is that fathered by Assem- 
blyman Raines, an insurance agent of Ontario. 
There appears to be some misunderstanding as to 
the exact nature of its provisions, and the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance has felt called upon to pub- 
lish his own explanation of them. It reads as 
follows: 

**The Superintendent of the Insurance Department 
is hereby prohibitea from making any publication or 
statement in his annual report to the Legislature 
which gives credit for the assets held or business done 
by an insurance company organized under the laws 
of any foreign Government or country and authorized 
to transact business In this State other than for assets 
held for the protection of all the policy-holders on 
business done witkin the United States. Hereafter 
all foreign fire insurance companies making state- 
ments or reports to the Superintendent of Insurance 
shail only report and be credited with the business 
done and assets held by or for them within the United 
States for the protection of all the policy-holders re- 
siding within the United States, and it shall not be 
lawful for such companies to make any statement, 
publication, or advertisement in regard to their assets 
and business, except as hereinbefore mentioned.” 

It is claimed by many insurance agents, with 
how much truth time alone can determine, that the 
bill of Mr. Raines was introduced for the express 
purpose of admitting to business in this State the 
Sun Insurance Company, of London. This com- 
pany is probably the largest insurance corpora- 
tion in the world. One of the peculiarities 
of its management issaid to lie in tho fact that it 
makes no published statements whatever of its 
affairs. Under laws existing before the Legisla- 
ture of 1882 began its session, the Sun Company 
was by this very fact prohibited from transacting 
business in the State of New-York. The law above 
quoted now opens the way to its admission to this 
State, by prohibiting the publication of statements 
and reports. The effect of such a law will be care- 
fully noted by insurance men, for it has always 
been held that confidence in foreign compa- 
nies could only be secured and maintained by 
giving the widest. publicity to periodical reports of 
their financial affairs. If the statements of those 
who criticise this law be true, then the foreign in- 
surance companies now operating here will find a 
formidable rival in the London company in whose 
interest this law, it is claimed, has been enacted. 
By an amendment to existing laws, joint stock fire 
insurance companies already doing business and 
others hereafter incorporated may issue policies 


providing against loss or damage by wind storms 
and tornadoes. 

Three laws affecting law students, college and 
university Alumni, and the College of the City of 
New-York are likely to provoke much criticism. 
Mr. Amasa J, Parker, of Albany, is the author of 
one of them. It permits male students of the age 
of 21 years who have been graduated with the de- 
gree of Bachelorof Laws from a lawschool or 
from the law department of any university or col- 
lege in this State prior to July 1, 1882, to. be admit- 
ted to the Bar as attorneys and counselors at Jaw 
upon passing a satisfactory examination before a 
committee appointed by the Supreme Courtat a 
generalterm. Students who have been prevented 
from passing the examination preliminary to grad- 
uation with the degree of Bachelor of Laws in any 
law schocl or law department of any university in 
this State by reason of their necessary absence 
from such university while members of the Legis- 
leture are entitled to all the benefits of this act. 

Ex-Gov. Alvord. of Onondaga, pressed the 
Alumni bill through the Legislature. It provides 
that the Alumni of any college or university or of 
one or more colleges of any university in this State 
may be incorporated and hold an Alumni fund not 
to exceed $10,000. The number of incorporators 
shall not be less than nine. Any graduate of the 
college, colleges, or university whose Alumni erect 
an association may become a member of the same, 
and ulso any person who has received upon ex- 
amination a degree from such institutions. Other 
members may be admitted as the association deems 
qualified, under such conditions, however, as the 
association may prescribe. The association shall 
have power to elect from among its members such 
number of Directors of the college or university to 
which they belong as the college or university 
shall prescribe. The section which will most in- 
terest Alumni throughout this State is the eighth, 
which reads as follows: 

“No more than one such corporation shall be 
formed of any one college; and the word Alumni 
when used In this act shall be construed to mean both 
male and female graduates. Should the Alumni of 
two or more colleges of any university unite in form- 
ing a corporation under the provisions of this act, 
then but one such eorporation shall be formed of the 
Alumni of the collegesso uniting.” 

The third law of this class was enacted through 
the influence of Senator Grady, the foremost of 
the frauds which Tammany Hall sent to Albany 
this Winter. It gives free admission to the College 
of the City of New-York to all male students wno 
pass the preliminary examination. Those who 
criticize this law angrily say that this is the first 
step toward converting the college into an out- 


| and-out Catholic institution. 


So many oleomargarine laws have been enacted 
that somebody suggested to Goy. Cornell the prac- 
ticability of an oleomargarine code, a suggestion 
whieh was met witha grim smile. The simplest of 
these is that credited to Senator Lynde, making it 
a misdemeanor to sell oleomargarine, butterine, 
suine, or any other substance as butter. Violations 
of the act are punishable by a fine of not less than 
$25 nor more than $100, or by imprisonment for 
not more than 80 days. Then comes the Fenner 
bill, so complicated that a Philadelphia lawyer 
would despair of ever unraveling it. This is 
specially aimed at the manufacturers of olemar- 
garine and other imitations of good yellow butter 
and cheese. The sting is taken out of what might 
be termed this blue law on butter by its closing 
section, which says: 

* Rut nothing in this act shall beso construed’as to 
interfere with or abridge any right obtained, secured, 
or guaranteed by any law of Congress or by any pat- 
ent duly granted by the United States Government.” 

Then there is the law of which Mr. Chamberla!r 
of St. Lawrence, is the father, and which pro 
hibits, under certain penalties, the use of an- 
nolto fer coloring imitations of butter and 
cheese. Keepers of boarding-houses will re- 
member Mr. A. B. Sheldon, of Chautauqua, 
when they hang above the festive boards in their 
dining-rooms the little placards, **Oleomargarine 
used here,” which his law requires to be so sus- 
pended in all places where yictuals and lodgings 
hre dispensed. Other oleomargarine bills are in 
the Governor’s hands which may not become laws, 
for a line must be drawn somewhere between 
things which appear reasonable and others which 
are known to be absurd. One of this class is at- 
tributed to Mr. Hunter, of Cayuga, something like 
$500 being the penalty prescribed for a violation of 
its provisions. No reasonable farmercan find fault 
with the number and variety of safeguards now 
thrown about the genuine products of the dairy. 
Their gratitude is expected to take practical shape 
next Fall, and already some persons can se0, as 
their minds turn to the political possibilities of the 
tuture, whole droves of honest yeomen swarming 
up to the polls with the'tissue ballot of Goy. Cor- 
nell in their hands, 

The most important bill which has_ been passed 
in several years relating to interest charges is that 
which permits any rate to be charged on what is 
known as call loans of $5,000 and upward. To the 
business men of Wall-street this will prove-a boon, 
not so much from any new privilege which it gives 
them as from the fact that usury is no longer 
recognized in transactions of this mature. Men of 
tender consciences will no longer be haunted with 
the thought that they have violated the usury 
law and subjected themselves to a fine of $1,000 
and imprisonment for six months. Gov. 
Cornell in his last annual message recom- 
mended the early passage of some such 
law, and no arguments were needed to se- 
cure his signature. The great difficulty was 
in passing it through the Assembly, whose rural 
members were likely to be stampeded by an at- 
tempt to repeal any portion of the usury laws. As 
it was the bill was nigh being defeated, for as soon 
as these gentlemen realized what the innocent- 
jooking bill really meant they took affright. and 
began to change their votes from the affirmative 
to the negative. Only a prompt announcement of 
the result saved it. The new lew reads as follows: 

In any case hereafter in which advances of money 
repayab:e on demand, to an amount not less than 
$5,000 are made upon warehouse receipts, bills of lad- 
ing, certificates of stock, certificates of deposit, bills 
of exchange, bonds or other negotiable instruments 
pledged as collateral security for such repayment, it 
shall be lawful to receive or to contract to receive 
and collect, as compensation for making such ad- 
vances, any sum to be agreed. uponin writing] by the 
parties to such transaction.” 


A bill, which coafers privileges upon railroad 
corporations that cannot fail to be valuable, was 
introduced by Mr. Robb, of New-York. As it 
stands upon the statute hook it reads as follows: 

**any corporation which shall have sold and con- 
veyed any part of its realestate may, notwithstand- 
ing any restriction in its charter, purchase, take, ana 
hold, from time to time, any lands adjacent to those 
already held by it, provided the Supreme Court shail 
authorize such purchase, taking and holding upon 
the application of such corporation, and on being 
satisfied that the value of alliands proposed to be so 
purchased shall not exceed that of lands sold and 
conreyed by the said corporation within the three 
years next preceding such application.” 

The Pool bill, which was intended to permit the 
sale of pools onthe tracks of racing associations 
on days when races were actually in progress will 
be buried in some Albany junk shop, wlong with 
scores of other bills, which neither threats, per- 
sonai appeals, nor bribes could pass through the 
_Assembly on the last two days of the session. The 
‘bill to which an amendment was tacked authoriz- 
ing the construction of a bridge across the Hudson 
where the Storm King rears its mighty head 
might as well are shared the fate of the 
Pool bill. Its friends, however, managed to get it 
through both Senate and Assembly and into the 
Governor's chamber. Ascertaining that the Govy- 
eraor was in some doubt asto the propriety of 
giving it his signature, one of its advocates, pro- 
Fided™ with maps, diagrams, & compass, and an 
umbrella, sallied into the ante-chamber yesterday 
to find out when he could get a hearing upon the

FREE TRADERS AT DINNER. 


A MERRY TIME ENJOYED BY THE BROOK- 
LYN REVENUE REFORM CLUB. 

The members of the Brooklyn Revenue Re- 
form Club made merry at Hubel’s restaurant last 
night. Three long tables, with covers for about 25 
persons each, were completely filled by the mem- 
bers of the club and their guests. At the head of 
the central table sat the Rev. Henry Ward Beech- 
er, President of the club. At the head of the table 
on his right sat Thomas G. Shear man,fand the seat 
of honor at the table upon the left was occupied 
by Gen, C. T. Christiancy.$; Seated inidiverse places 


were the Hon. David A. Wells, Gordon L. Ford, 
Capt. John Codman, Rossiter W. Raymond, the 
Hon. Alexander C. Chapin, Horace KE. Deming, 
William Cary Sanger, 8S. B. Duryea, Thomas E. Pear- 
sall, Col. H. C. King, Robert B. Gardner, William 
H. Maxwell, John F. Nichols, C, G. Kidder, George 
F, Peabody, and John D., Howard. The party sat 
down to dinner about 8 o’clock and devoted nearly 
two hours to the satistaction of their free trade ap- 
petites. Mr. Beecher at last rapped for order, and 
after speaking of the variety of positions that he 
held, viz., preacher, farmer, military man, political 
economist, and on vivant, informed the gentlemen 
that he intended to talk to them as a political 
economist. He read over the names of the members 
of the newly appointed Tariff Commission, and 
said that they were all unknown except in special 
lines of business. Each member of the commission 
was a violent proteetionist. Mr, Beecher said that 
he saw President *Arthur in Washington two or 
three weeks ago and told him that there ought to 
be at least three free traders appointed out of the 
12 members of the commission. The President 
looked at the speaker ‘‘a little cornering’? and 
asked: ** Why, Mr. Beecher, are yon a free trader?" 
“Yes, Sir, lam,’ said the Plymouth Pastor, “from 
the crown of my heaé to the soles of my feet.’ 
Nothing came of Mr, Beecher’s visit to the Pres!i- 
dent, however. Mr. Beecher went on to say that 
ifthree free traders could have been puton the 
commission he should have liked to see the Hon. 
David A. Wells, Edward Atkinson, of Boston, and 
Thomas G. Shearman appointed. It was not the 
purpose of Congress in the appointment of the 
Tariff Commission, continued the speaker, 
to present to the country a fair exhibit 
of both sides of the tariff question. It 
was proposed by Congress to throw overboard 
the system of internal taxation. There was 
no use of free traders laboring with the present 
Administration or the present Congress. When it 
was desired to strike Washington the best way was 
to go as far away from Washington as possible, It 
would be wise to circulate information among 
bolters of every class, and by and by some of the 
members ot the present Congress who want 
to go back will tind themselves left at home, 
The best men to put into publio offices were 
those who did not want to go there, but 
the best men to think about and to effect reforms 
were men who held no offices whatever. A man 
that is blown into office is like water in asteam 
engine. It has got to squirt at a definite point and 
through a definite hose. Turning to the Hon, 
David A. Wells, Mr. Beecher said that he was a 
man who hada vast deal of knowledge and wis 
dom, but he could not obtain even tne lowest cfiice 
in Congress. 

Mr. Wells, on rising, was greeted with cordial 
applause. Ho said that a year ago protectionists 
had expressed confidence that free trade was dead. 
If that confidence was well founded then it must 
be said that its corpus was the liveliest ever seen. 
This is necessarily a country of great production, 
remarked the speaker, but to put its 
machinery ,of advancement in poe work- 
ing order, it should be allowed to become 
a country of great consumption. The Govern- 
ment, however, seemed to haye pushed an ob- 
structing bar right through the wheels and stopped 
the machinery of this corresponding consumption. 
Alluding to the enormonsinfiux of immigrants, Mr, 
Wells argued that the political ecomomists would 
find this a very important matter for considera- 
tion, and he also remarked that whatever troubles 
arose between manufacturers and their employes 
could never be settled untilthe present system of 
the tariff was changed. 

Capt, John Codman made the humorous speech 
of the evening, and got off numerous happy “ hits” 
on Mr. Beecher. Prof. Rossiter W. Raymond made 
along speech, in the course of which he said he 
had heard some ladies say that Mr. Beecher’s de- 
scription ** of the way purchases could be made in 
Paris was just too lovely for anything.” 

Other short remarks were made and several 
**hymns’’ were sung, and as the festivities pro- 
gressed the party, including Mr. Beecher, grew 
merrier, All speeches were limited to five minutes, 
but Mr. Beecher announced that the rule was a 
carpenter’s rule and folded up.

PROGRESS OF THE STRIKES 


TROUBLHS WITH IRON-WORKERS 


NOT ABATED. 


"THE STRIKERS PEACEABLE AND NO yyio-: 


LENCE REPORTED—TROUBLES IN OTHER 
TRADES — DISSATISFIED MINERS AND 
BRICK-LAYERS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 7.—The anticipa- 
ttons-of trouble about the rolling mills to-day were 
not realized, due partly. to the ample preparations 
made by the Mayor and Police and the efforts made 

.by the leading strikers to preserve order. The 
Police were about the works all day, and none of 
the men were molested, except by taunts on their 
way home from work. The number of men at 
work yesterday was by no means enlarged to-day. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., June %.—The Western 


Iron Association assembled in this City at 10: 


o’clock this morning, and with only short inter- 
missions at noon and 6 o’clock was in session 
up to 11 o'clock to-night. The attendance was very 
large, including representatives from Cincinnati, 
Chicago, Cleveland, St. Louis, Wheeling, and the 
Mahoning and Shenango Valleys and other West- 
ern points. The object of the meeting was to se- 
cure a firmer organization, in order that the 
demands of the Amalgamated Association might 
be resisted. Heretofore the labor organization has 
had the advantage in every strike because of tho 
organization working as one man, while 
among the manufacturers there has been no 
concerted action. The session was held with the 
strictest secrecy, not a shred of information being 
obtainable all day. At the close of the 
meeting, however, the Secretary admitted that an 
organization to resist the demands of the Amalga- 
mated Association had been formed, and that the 
action taken at the last meeting, which was 
not so fully attended, declaring against any 
advance on the present scale had been reaffirmed 
unanimously. Further than this no informa- 
tion could be obtained from the Secre- 
tary, .but it is positively known that a 
most critical and protracted discussion took 
place on the situation, and that the breaks 
at Wheeling and other points were matters 
of great solicitude.. During the debate it 
was Geveloped that most of the manufactur- 
ers preferred the present pomy of inaction 
and starving out the men, while others present 
referred cvyen & more aggressive policy, 
3ome of the manufacturers are said to 
have been so indignant at the demands 
of the Amalgamated Association that they 
proposed the manufacturers should insist on a 
reduction of the present scale and fight 
it out to the bitter end, They thought, 
with such a compact organization as was ef- 
fected to-day, they would pursue such a 
course with every prospect of victory. The 
division among the manufacturers at first, which 
caused the long session and protracted discussion, 
grew out of the fact that there are three 
classes of manufacturers—the first produce‘nails, 
the second specialties, and the third bar iron. 


Owing to the great demand for nails, the first’ 


named were somewhat disposed to sign, the second 
elass, who are always rushed with orders for 
specialties, could not afford to remain idle 
for an indefinite period, and the third class, 
who were in the majority, have everything 
to win and nothing to lose, and for this reason 
they are determined to resist the demands at all 
hazards. Notwithstanding this decision a somewhat 
compact organization was effected and the action 
of the last meeting was reatfirmed. How long the 
situation can remain thus time can only tell. 

At the Amalgamated Association head-quarters 
there was nothing new of interest reported. The 
Ashland (Ky.) Mill, which continued to work on 
the new scale upon the promise to sign when the 
question should be finally settled, is reported as 
shut down. At head-quarters this report was thought 
to be very probable, inasmuch as it had become 
apparent some days ago that the company would 
not keep the promise. The impression was 
that the nail department had struck 
work on this aecount, the manager 
evidently having determined to work up the 
stock on hand, with no intention of putting 
the puddlers to work. There is great anx- 
fety expressed from various sources that there may 
be disorder on the occasion of the demonstration 
of the labor organizations on June 17. There 
is, however, no more probability of this than there 
would be from a mass political convention, nor 
asmuch. The whole ideain parading is to show 
the public what a good-looking, well-conditioned 
membership the tradesu-nions possess, and, 
of course, the officers of the organization 
know that half a dozen drunken men in the 
ranks would destroy the good impression made 
by the appearance of 10,000 sober, decent men. 
It is understood that officers will give 
notice to all who are not. content to 
attend the demonstration without flasks and with 
the determination to let saloons alone, to stay at 
home. The unions know exactly the value of 
favorable publis opinion to them and 
their principles, and that they will have op- 
portunity on June 17 to make a “record 
with the public which will last for years. 
At the Superior Rail Mill work was 
begun yesterday, in the plate mill, in several fur- 
naces, and at the steam hammers with a variety of 
green workmen. Mr. Kloman, the proprietor, acted 
asroller, and charged a heat. The stable boss 
acted as buggyman, the special policeman as 
pull up and fireman, four clerks from 
the office were the roll hands. They 
charged one heat of seven pieces; five of 
the pieces were burned, and the others 
wera spoiled. That was the result of the 
experiment. The laborers around the mill were 
discharged for refusing to work at the rolls. To- 
day Mr. Kloman failed to muster a crew, 
but secured six non-union men to go to 
work in the plate mill to-morrew. There has been 
ne. gotenet to put the puddling furnaces on at this 
mili. 

BuRLINGTON, Iowa, June 7.—There was a 
a lock-out this morning at Murray’s Iron-works. 
Seventy-five molders demand the re-employment 
of three discharged union men, and the company 
will not comply with the demand, while the men 
are equally determined to hold out. 

CUMBERLAND, Md., June 7.—The second in- 
stallment of 120 foreign miners for the Consolida- 
tion Company arrived here this afternoon, and 
were taken by special train to Eckhart, where they 
arrived about 5 P. M., and were immediately placed 
inside the Police line. The greatest excitement 
prevailed, the striking miners having congregated 
in very large numbers, calling tonew men iuside 
the line to come out and desert the company, and 
they should have the striking miners’ aid and pro- 
tection. After an hour all excitement subsided, 
and the strikers dispersed without an outbreak. 
It is said there are 25 practical miners in this in- 
stallment. All continues quiet throughout the re- 
gion to-night. 

Cuicaco, June 7.—The South and West 
Side striking brick-makers have unexpectedly re- 
fused to accept the compromise and return to 
work. The North Side yards are, however, in full 
operation, and it is hoped the others will resume, 

CINCINNATI, June 7.—There is no change in 
the situation of theiron strike.

‘THEIR STORY TOLD TO THE MAYOR—WHA? 
THE: OFFICER SAYS, 


Henry Padden, of No. 10 Hamilton-street; 
_Charles. Peterson, of No. 178-Madison-street, and 
Charles Upshur, of No. 41 Baxter-street, called on 
Mayor Grace-yesterday’ and made a complaint 
against Police Officer Mulvey, of the First Precinct, 
who, it appeared, had run amuck in South-street 
yesterday forenoon. The‘three complainants were 


badly bruised and pounded. Upshur said he wa 
quietly talking with an express wagon driver at 
South-street and Old-slip when Mulvey suddenly 
pouneos upon him from behind and began club 

ing bim unmercifully. Upshur finally escaped 
into astore. Padden said he was sitting on a pile 
of old ironin Old-slip when the same officer at 
tacked him and used his club savagely. Peterson 
told a similar story of unprovoked beating. Mayol 
Grace took the testimony of the three men and 
said he would send it to the Police Commissioners, 
The victims expressed the opinion that the Police 
officer was either drunk or crazy. 

Officer Mulvey was seen when off duty last even- 
ing by a Tmres reporter. He isa tall, heavily built 
and muscular man, and was perfect!y sober. He 
denied any knowledge of the alleged clubbing, and 
said that nothing related by the compiainants before 
the Mayor occurred so faras he knew. He asserted 
that about 10:30 yesterday morning, as he reached 
Old-slip and South-street, he was asked by a man 
named John Coyne to arrest a ‘iongshoreman named 
Flannery, whom he charged with knocking out three 
of his teeth ina fight that had occurred a fttie while 
before. He could not find Flannery, but ordered 
away a number of ‘longshoremen who were quar- 
reling at the corner. They were not disposed ta 
obey the order, and one of them, named Jamea 
McLaughlin, became disorderly and said that he 
(Mulvey) ** was not big enough to take him in.” 
He arrested this man, and on returning from the 
station-house found the other men stil! congregat- 
ed onthecorner. They jeered him and he ordered 
them away ao szecond time. James Howard, one of 
the number, became so disorderly that he arrested 
him, and took both him and McLaughlin be- 
fore Justice Patterson, in the Tombs Court, 
The magistrate discharged them with a severe 
reprimand. Mulvey said he did not use his club on 
either ovcasion, and further declared that he neve1 
touched liquor, Furthermore, he said, he had been 
frequently requested to keep the ‘longshoremen 
from congregating on the street in front of stores. 
Capt. Caffrey corroborated this, saying it was not 
more thay two months ago that 15 merchants had 
signed a petition to him requesting him to keen 
the longshoremen away from their premises, He 
also said that Mulvey never drank liquor, although 
he was probably a **bad man” when aroused,

APPEALING FOR GUITEAU.

MEMBERS OF THE MEDICO-LEGAL SOCIETY 
WHO WISH TO POSTPONE THE HANGING. 
The deliberations-of the Medico-Legal So- 

ciety last evening took an unexpected turn, and 

the discussion of the report of the Committee on 

Coroners, which was announced as the 

principal topic, was, on motion of ex: 

Surrogate D. C. Calvin, postponed until 


September, when the society will reas- 
semble after the Summer vacation. Mr. Clark 
Bell, President of the society, asked leave to sub- 
mit certain propositions in relation to the case of 
Charles J. Guiteau and the duty of the President of 
the United States in the premises. He prefaced 
his propositions by saying that a large body of 
physicians in this country, probably a majority of 
experts, and ano less large and respectable body of 
lawyers, were convinced of the insanity of Guiteau 
and of the valuelessness of the expert evidence ad: 
duced on the trial. When Guiteau was tried and 
sentenced to be hanged, Mr. Bell said, the publi 
mind was so incensed that, in the nature of things, 
few medical men could be found who cared to en: 
dangertheir popularity by giving evidence for the 
defense. It could not be denied, he thought, that a 
conviction was gaining ground that the seientifio 
aspects of the case had not been fairly dealt with, 
and he suggested that the society should devote 
the evening to a discussion of the questions raised 
by sucha condition of affairs, namely, whether, in 
view of the facts, it was not the duty of the Presi- 
dent to grant a stay of proceedings in the case, 
and appoint a committee of scientific experts, 
composed of men who had not been before the 
court when the case was tried, to examine Gui: 
teau and report as to his sanity in such 2 
manner as would satisfy public opinion. The 
suggestions of Mr. Beil were, it appeared 
on discussion, called forth by a petition now being 
circulated by Dr. George M. Beard, praying tne 
President of the United States to grant a stay of 
proceedings and to appoint a commission, com: 
posea of menof undoubted authority, to determine 
on Guiteau’s mental condition. The subject was 
discussed by Mr. Willis, Gen. J. W. Palmer, Dr, 
O'Sullivan, Dr. F. D. Lent, Dr. George M. Beard, 
Dr. E. C. Spitzka, John P. Avery, ex-Surrogate 
Calvin, and others. A motion by Mr. Willis te 
affirm the fairness of the trial and the responsibility 
of Guiteau was laid on the table. it was then 
voted inexpedient for the society to record any 
judgment in the premises, in view of the difference 
of opinion. The resignations of Max IF. Eller as 
Librarian and George W. Wells as Secretary, alse 
as members, were received and accepted, and the 
soeiety was adjourned until September.

The House went 
into Committee of the Whole and resumed con- 
sideration of the General Deficiency Appropriation 
ll. On a point of order raised by Mr. Holman 
the clause was ruled out appropriating $1,800 to 
obay William H. Johnson, attorney in fact, or As- 
tignee of certain Supervisors of Election in New- 
York City. On a point of order raised by Mr. 
Blount, of Georgia, the clause was ruled out direct- 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury to credit Francis

Mr. Sparks moved to strike out the clause appro- 
priating $400,000 for Army transportation during 
the fiscal year 1881, and $500,000 during the fiscal 
year 1882. He thought that there haa been some 
mismanagement in the Quartermaster-General’s 
Jepartment. He believed that the late Quarter- 
master-General had been honest, but that he had 
been remiss and had, never made a suitable at- 
tempt to obtain cheaper transportation. Mr. Mce- 
Cook explained that a large part of the deficiency 
arose from the necessity which the Government 
had been under in 1830 to hurry troops to the Ute 
country to quell an Indian outbreak. Gen. Meigs, 
he asserted, had conducted the Quartermaster’s 
department honestly and faithfully. The motion 
was rejected. 

Mr. Blount moved to strike ont the clause appro- 
priating $150,000 for the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair of the Navy.

A BILL AFFECTING THE NAVY. 
PROPOSED REGULATION OF CADET PROMO- 
TIONS AND ABOLITION OF NAVY-YARDS, 

NASHINGTON, June 7.—Mr. Rollins, from 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, to-day reported 
to the Senate a substitute for the bill introduced by 
Mr. McPherson to regulate the promotion of grad- 
nates from the Naval Academy and appointments 
In the Navy. The principal feature in the bill isa 
provision direeting the Secretary of the Navy to 
appoint a commission, composed of naval officers, 
who are to report without delay to Congress what 
havy-yards or stations on the Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts it would be for the interest of the Govern- 
ment to abolish; also which navy-yards should be 
retained and permanently improved, together with 
a plan for, and the estimated cost of, such perma- 


nent improvements as will meet the present 
and future needs of the Government in 
the construction and repair of naval ves- 
sels. The other provisions of the bill regulate 
the promotion and assignment of graduates from 
the Naval Academy. It is provided that there shall 
be retained each year after June 30, 1886, for ser- 
vice in tne Navy and Marine Corps, only so many 
graduating Cadet midshipmen as shall equal the 
number of vacancies which may have occurred in 
jhe grades of Ensign and Assistant Paymasters in 
the Navy and in that of Second Lieutenant of the 
Marine Corps during the preceding year; that 
there sball be retained each year after June 30, 
1886, from the Cadet Engineer graduates only so 
many as sball equal the rumber of vacancies 
which may have occurred in the grade of As- 
sistant Engineer during the preceding year; 
that Cadets retained in the Navy and Marine 
Corps shall be taken in the order of merit as deter- 
mined by the Academic Board of the Naval Acad- 
emy, and that such as are not retained shallreceive 
fiplomas and an honorable discharge from the ser- 
vice, with one year’s sea pay allowed to Cadet 
Midshipmen; that those graduates retained for ser- 
vice in the line and Engineer Corps shall serve for 
two years at sea as Midshipmen or sub-Assistant 
Engineers, and shall then be examined at 
the Naval Academy, and those who suc- 
cessfully pass the examination shall be promoted 
to the grade of Ensign or Assistant Engineer: that 
appointments to fill vacancies in the grade of Assist- 
ant Paymaster in the Navy, and Second Lieuten- 
ant in the Marine Corps, shall be made by selection 
from those graduates retained in the service who 
may elect to serve, and if a sufficient number do 
not so elect then the remaining vacancies may be 
filed by appointments of persons in civil life; and 
that in filling vaeancies in the grades of Professors 
of Mathematics, Assistant Naval Constructors, and 
Civil Engineers, preference shall be given to re- 
tained Cadets.

FEARS THAT THE

PROPOSED COMPROMISE 


NOT BE ADOPTED. 


A Tres reporter who made inquiry into the 
matter at Elizabeth, N. J., yesterday, discovered 
that the city debt question is not so near a settle- 
ment as is generally believed, but that there is an 
obstruction whieh may delay, if it;does not defeat, 
the proposed compromise. The largest creditors 
were the Mutual Benefit Insurance 
Newark and the Singer Sewing-ma- 
chine Company, which owns property in the city 
of the reputed value of $3,000,000 or $4,000,000. It 
was assumed that if the consent of these creditors 
could be got to a compromise, the smaller creditors 
could be easily induced to come in. The assump- 
tion was not without reason; for as soon as it was 
annonneed that these creditors had agreed on 
most of the smaller creditors § sig- 

ified their willingness to accept the same 
terms. A natural rence from the report of what 
is known as Mayor Ryder’s compromise committee 
was that the Singer and the Mutual Benefit had 
agreed to accept 50 per cent. of their claims in new 
bonds at 4 per cent., and Council im- 
mediately took steps to consummate the bar- 
gain with a view of providing for the first 
year’s interest in the tax levyjof the new 
fiscal yes The appropriations must have been 
made and the tax levy made up byJuly1. Itis 
now feared that it may not be possible to perfect 
the compromise by that ti If it is not, no pro- 
vision will be made for the new issues of bonds, for 
if an appropriation to meet the 4 per cent, interest 
is made in it, it might be * gobbled up” by some of 
the more captious creditors on account of their 
claims. It is the general view, too, of those most 
intimate with the subject in Elizabeth, that unless 
the compromise be effected in time for the coming 
tax levy, it may never be effected. 

The utmost secrecy is observed as to the nature 
of the obstruction that has been encountered. 
There was at onetime some discussion about the 
appointment of a fiscal agent to carry out the 
terms of the proposed compromise. Thecreditors, 
some of them, thought that the distribution of the 
new bonds and the disbursements of the moneys 
for the settlement skould be in the hands of a spe- 
cial agent satisfactory to them. He was to be paid 
a& commission which would amount in the 
end to a good deal of money. To 
save the unnecessary expense the city 
authorities directed the Controller to do the work 
which was to have been done by the fiscal agent, 
but, when protest was made, retraced their steps, 
and have removed one possible objection by hold- 
ing themselves in readiness to appoint the agent. 
The Mutual Benefit has consented to come in under 
the compromise agreement, and has filed a formal 
acceptance of the terms proposed. Other Newark 
creditors have done likewise. Of late the Control- 
ler has received very flattering assurances from 
creditors elsewhere of their readiness to join 
in the proposed settlement. The consent of 
the Singer Sewing-machine Company is yet to be 
got, and itis intimated that it may be difficult to 
get it. What new exactions the company hasmade 
is not known, except to the Councilmen. The 
Singers are judgment creditors to the amount of 
$800,000, and it is said that they ere seeking some 
concessions as preferred creditors. The Mayor 
and Controller have been appointed to act asa 
committee of conference with the company’s 
officials, and the Council has adjourned to await 
the result of the negotiations. The refusal of the 
Singers to consent will, for the time at least, de- 
feat the settlement that everybody believed had 
been made. 
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A SUIT FOR A REWARD. 
——-—_-———— 
CHIEF OF POLICE MELDRUM, OF NEWARE, 
SUED BY A REPORTER. 

About three weeks ago a man who gave his 
name as John Adams was taken to Police Head- 
quarters, Newark, by a farmer named Marcelles. 
The man applied to Marcelles for work, and, as he 
appeared to be anxious to make a living for him- 
self, the farmer gave him employment. On the 
following day Adams entered the house, during 
Mr. Marcelles's absence, and attacked Mrs. Mar- 
celles with an axe. Mr. Marcelles arrived just as 
the man was sebout to strike his wife, and, after 
a desperate struggle, overpowered him and 
took him in a wagon to Police Head-quarters. 
G. W. Thorne, a local reporter, who was present 
when the man was brought in, thought he had seen 
the fellow before, and, after a close examination, 
recognized him from a picture he (the reporter) 
had in his possession as John Anderson, the mur- 
derer, who had only a week before escaped from 
the Connecticut Insane Asylum at Middletown, 
and for whose capture a reward of $200 had been 
offered. Thorne immediately informed Chief of 
Police Meldrum, and that official telegraphed to 
the Connecticut authorities, and a _physi- 
cian in the asylum went to Newark and 
took the fugitive back. Of the $200 reward the 
Middletown physician received $50, and the other 
$150 was given to Chief Meldrum, of Newark. 
Thorne claimed $50 of the amount received by the 
Chief, but the latter refused to give it to him, and 
he brought suit forthe whole amount. The suit 
came up yesterday before Judge Fort, in the 
First District Court. Much interest was manifested 
in the case, and the courtroom was crowded with 
officials, politiclans, and newspapermen. When 
Mr. ‘Thorne, who was the first witness sworn, had 
finished nis testimeny, Judge Johnson, Meldraum's 
counsel, said that his client was Willing that judg- 
ment for $50 should be entered against him. Mr. 
Thorne consented, saying that his object in suing 
was not to get money, but to show that no one can 
take what beiongs to him without his consent, and 
judgment for the amount was given in his favor.

ANNUAL INSPECTION AND MUSTER OF THE 
SECOND DIVISION IN BROOKLYN. 

The annual inspection and muster of the 
Second Division, N. G., S. N. Y., took place yester- 
day at the Prospect Park parade ground. All the 
regiments in the division were present and took 
part in the various drills, but the Twenty-third and 
Forty-seventh Regiments were not inspected, 
owing to the fact that these organizations will be 
inspected at the State camp to be held at Peekskill 
within a few weeks, The several commands 
of the Second Division assembled at their armories 
early in the morning, and reached the parade 
ground by convenient car routes before 9 o'clock. 
The following were the percentages of the regi- 
ments comprising the Second Division at the mus- 
fer. and inspection in 1881: Twenty-third Regiment, 
91.81; Gattling (mow Third) Battery, 77.05; Thir- 
teenth Regiment, 74.07; Thirty-second Regiment, 
73.72; Forty-seventh Regiment, 68.76; Fourteenth 
Regiment, 67.81; Seventeenth Separate Com- 
pany, 60.56. No organizations have been 
disbanded since the last inspection in Oc- 
tober, but the percentages have fallen off, 
owing to the fact that the terms of a large number 
of enlisted men have expired in the interim. 
Yesterday the Thirteenth Regiment turned out 480 
men all told including the field and staff officers; 
the Fourteenth Regiment, 356 men; the Thirty-sec- 
ond Regiment, 275 men; Seventeenth Separate 
Company, 30 men, and the Third Battery, 49 men. 
The numerical strength of each of the organiza- 
tions is decreased more or less, but the num- 
ber of those belonging to the different regi- 
ments present at tho inspection yesterday was 
greater in proportion than last year. The 
Thirteenth was the first regiment inspected. Chap- 
lain Beecher was with his command and answered 
when his name was called. After the brigade 
guard mount, which was very creditably per- 
formed, Inspector-General Robert 8S. Oliver and his 
assistant, Gen. Theodore ¥. Rodenbough, arrived 
and were received by Major-Gen. James Jourdan, 
commanding the division, ana his staff. The in- 
spection and muster was commenced without loss 
of time, and was concluded by 1 o’clock, whena 
recess was taken forlunch. Drill was resumed af- 
ter lunch, and later inthe afternoon Gen. Jour- 
dan reviewed the whole division.

PARK DEPARTMENT AFFAIRS.

A LARGE AMOUNT OF BUSINESS BEFORE THE 
BOARD. 

A large number of persons attended the 
meeting of the Park Commissioners yesterday. 
Among those present were several representatives 
of the elevated railroads, who had come for the 
purpose of inducing the board to reconsider their 
refusal to allow the erection of a station at Bat- 
tery Park and Greenwich-street. The board was 
very busy, and the railroad men did not press their 
suit. An application was made by Gen. Fitzger- 
ald, of the Second Brigade, First Division, N. G., 
for vermision to inspect his command, com- 
prising the Seventh, Eighth, Sixty-ninth, and 
Seventy-first Regiments, in the Central Park, 
on the 19th inst. Commissioner Lane was 
opposed to eranting the desired ermission. 
He called the attention of the Commissioners to 
the fact that, when the military were allowed in 
the Park on the ocvasion of the unveiling of 
the Fitz Greene Halleck statuo, grass, trees, 
shrubbery, benches, &c., were injured to 
the extent of $3,000. Commissioner Wales was 
in doubt about the matter, and thought 
that there should be a careful consid- 
eration of the subject before the permission 
asked for was granted. It was finally decided that 
Commissioner Wales and Commissioner MacLean, 
Who was in favor of granting Gen. Fitzgerald's ap- 
plication, should be appointed a committee to act 
in the matter. Secretary Hadley, of the Business 
Men’s Moderation Society, asked permission to put 
an ice-water fountain on the south side of Union- 
square. Mr. Lane sald that the fountain in the 
park last year was a nuisance, destroying the grass 
aud keeping the walk around wet and dirty. The 
petition was filed. It was resolved that 
goats and animals straying in Riverside Park 
should be impounded and be released .on 
the payment of $1. Complaints against 
the Coaching Club were discussed at some length. 
It is complained that the waving of flags, tooting 
of horns, &c., at the club processions through Cen- 
tral Park frighten horses, and that the speed of the 
vehicles is too rapid.

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ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

The trieai of Angelo Cornetta, the Italian 
convict, who on the 8ist of last December killed 
‘“Dan”’ Cash, a fellow-convict in Sing Sing Prison, 
took place in tho Westchester County Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, at White Plains, yesterday. 
Justice J. F. Barnard was the Presiding Justice, 
and William C. Howe and James 8. See Associate 


Justices. Owing to the great notoriety of the case 
an extra panel of 100 jurors had been drawn from 
which to select 12 men to try the case. There was 
considerable difficulty experienced in getting the 
requisite number of men to sit on the jury who 
had not read or talked about the case. It was 
noon before 12 men were secured. The District 
Attorney, Nelson H. Baker, and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney David Verpianck, conducted the 
case for the people, and ex-Judge E. P. Baird, 
E. T. Lovatt, and John Gibney for the defense. 
Several witnesses testified to the killing of Cash by 
the prisoner, as already or in THe Trmes, 
The people having rested, the prisoner, Cornetta, 
was put on the stand. He testified, through 
an interpreter, as follows: “I was a con- 
vict in Sing Sing rison on Dec. 31 last. 
Between 7 and 8 o’clock on that day I was in the 
room where potatoes are peeled, and saw Dan 
Cash there. Two other persons were present.‘ 
went to draw acup of coffee, and Cash called mo 
a pig of an Italian, and other names, and gave me 
a blowin the face. I threw the cup at him, when 
he struck at me with a knife and cut me on the 
hand. Cash told me at the table in the mess-room 
several days before that he would kill me, and I 
was afraid of him. Cash gave no reason why he 
wanted to killme, andI did not know. I was a 
witness tor Mangano when he was tried, but I 
was not told that Cash was a witness against Man- 
gano. I do not remember that McDonald or Wun- 
derli were in the room.” Mr. E. T. Lovatt then 
summed up the case for the defense, in which he 
made a strong plea for the prisoner’s life, and 
set upa plea of self-defense. District Attorney 
Baker summed up the case for the people, after 
which Judge Barnard charged the jury, when they 
retired to their room to deliberate on their ver- 
diet.

If Senator MorRILt thinks it necessary to 
defend the extravagance of the present Con- 

ess in voting money for the construction 
of public buildings, he sbould, at least, first 
familiarize himself with the facts. Instead of 
only $450,000 having already been appropri- 
ated for public buildings, the bills approved 
jy the President call for an expenditure 
of $1,850,000, and the Brooklyn bill which 
has just been passed increases this amount 
tto $2,750,000. When,the bills now in course 
of passage have been finally approved, the 
mount will reach over $4,000,000 and the 
gggregate sum represented by bills in the 
hands of the committee or out of them is at 
least $17,000,000. , That the present Congress 
will keep within the five or six million aver- 
age of its predecessors in making appro- 
priations.for public buildings, is, there- 
fore, in the last degree improbable. : As 
the ordinary proportion borne by each ap- 
propriation to the total cost:of the work for 
which it is made is about» one-fifth, . the 
Brain on the Treasury for the public build- 
Ings grab is sufficiently manifest. The 
Government as a builder has been only less 
wasteful and incompetent than the Govern- 
ment.as a naval constructor, and it looks as 
ji the,cost of our useless fleet would before 
Jong be-paralleled§by the sums thrown away 
on superfluous and extravagant Federal 
«ourt-houses and Post Offices.

One of the most atrocious jobs sanctioned 
by the late Legislature was that’ authorizing 
the Highland Trans-Hudson Railroad Com- 
pany to construct a bridge over the river 
at the entrance of the Highlands. There 
was a certain novelty of execution about 
this swindle, inasmuch as it was 
tacked on to a bill expressly forbidding 
the thing which the authors of the measure 
were seeking to effect. It found appropri- 
ate champions in Messrs. Grapy and 
Treanor, of this City, and secured the 
support of a majority of both parties 
in the Legislature in spite of the 
posure made of its true character. 
It is reassuring to find that this 
job, at least, has but little chance 
of becoming law. So much may fairly be 
inferred from the Governor’s intimation that 
he would “‘ give a hearing on that bridge 
bill on Christmas Day next.’”’ We trust 
that the Executive will find an equal- 
ly summary method of disposing 
sundry other jobs not less im 
pudent and a good deal more 
dangerous which await his consideration. 
His action on the elevated railroad tax steal 
will not only determine the future relations 
of the Manhattan corporation to the com- 
munity which it was created to rob, but 
will clearly fix the place of the Governor 
either on the side of the people or of their 
plunderers. 
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The slimy trail of Jay Gouxp was visible 
at the meeting of the directory of the Met- 
ropolitan Elevated Railway Company yes- 
terday. Under cover of an innocent-looking 
resolution to ‘“ assimilate’? the by-laws of 
the three companies, or, in other words, to 
have the by-laws of the Manhattan Compa- 
ny substituted for those of the companies it 
has absorbed, it was proposed to change 
the date of the annual meeting of the Met- 
ropolitan shareholders from the second 
Tuesday of July to the second Wednesday 
of November. GovuLp and the clique who 
act with him are not ready to defeat in 
July the plan of their opponents to elect 
an entirely’ new Board of  Direc- 
tors, but they hope, by the gain of 
four months’ time, to be able to 
perpetuate their power in November. It is 
not at all to be wondered at that GouLp 
should exhibit in every enterprise with which 
he is associated his characteristic cunning 
and trickery, though it is a little remarkable 
that he should be able to secure the active 
co-operation of men of respectable reputa- 
tion in his peculiar methods. The time will 
come when the association of reputable capi- 
talists with Jay GouLp will be regarded as 
on a par with the combination between some 
of our leading business men and the Tweed 
Ring in the Arcade Railroad scheme. The 
most unscrupulous financial trickster which 
the country has produced will probably live 
long enough to give some of his present as- 
sociates bitter cause to repent of the bad 
company they keep. 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

Yesterday the President sent to the Senate 
for confirmation the names of the nine mem- 
bers of the commission which is to make an 
investigation with a view to furnishing a 
basis for a revision of the tariff Judging 
from what is known of the men, the com- 
mission is likely to serve one of the pur- 
poses for which its creation was au- 
thorized. It certainly will not pre- 
pare the way for that thorough reform 
of the tariff which is needed and which 
Congress will be obliged sooner or later to 
take up, but that was not the object of those 
who most strongly supported this method 
of going to work. They desired to stave off 
action for the present, and to obtain a re- 
port which should furnish a pretext for the 
minimum of change in the incongruous pro- 
tective system from which the interests of 
the country are suffering. ‘The com- 
mission was intended by the authors 
and chief advocates of the bill pro- 
viding for its appointment to _ be 
a protectionist device for preventing 
any attempt ata radical reform, and the 
President seems to have adopted their view 
of its utility. There is not one among the 
men nominated who has any reputation as 
an authority on economical questions, nor is 
there a single representative of the sentiment 
which demands a more liberal commercial 
policy on the part of the Government. 
On the other hand, the body is so 
strongly representative of protected interests 
that it has the character of a packed 
jury. It would not be a difficult matter to 
forecast its conclusions at once, and any in- 
vestigation which it may pursue will be 
intended in advance to support those con- 
clusions. It might as well formulate its 
recommendations first, and then enter upon 
an inquiry for the purpose of furnishing 
arguments to support them. That will 
practically be its method. 

The commission is largely made up of 
precisely the men who should have been ex- 
cluded from it, namely the representatives 
of the leading interests which profit by a 
high protective tariff. They are not fit 
judges of the questions to be determined, 
but are advocates on one side of the contro- 
versy, who might well have been summoned 
before an impartial commission to furnish 
information and urge their views of public 
policy. They are totally unfit to pass upon 
the merits of arguments that may be pre- 
sented on both sides. In the first place, 
for some mysterious reason the wool- 
growing interest has two prominent repre- 
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ton, and Mr. Austis M. Garwann, of Tlli- 
nois. Mr. Hayesis an able man of high 
character, but an extreme protectionist who 
is incapable of taking a broad view of the 
general requirements of our industry and 
commerce. Much the same thing may be 
said of Mr. GARLAND, though he is a more 
liberal man and not so thoroughly wedded 
to the protectionist idea. The wool- 
growers are almost the only conspicu- 
ous agricultural interest that is favored 
by protection and they secured the high 
duties on raw material cs an offset to the 
still higher ones imposed upon manufactured 
products. Mr. Henry W. Otrver, of Penn- 
sylvania, is identified with the iron interests 
ef that State, which cry loudest of all for 
protection and protest most vehemently 
against a mitigation of the tariff. Mr. 
Duncan F. Kenner, of Louisiana, is a 
sugar-planter and hence a representa- 
tive of a protected interest which 
calls for still more protection. Mr. 
JoHN W. H. Unperwoop, of Georgia, 
is not generally known for any decided 
views on the tariff, but he comes from 4 
State which takes the lead in the South in 
building up manufactures, and it is well 
known that this growing interest has 
awakened a sentiment in favor of protection 
where there has heretofore been no active 
opinion on the subject. This cannot be said 
to be an intelligent sentiment, but it is bound 
to make itself heard. Mr. Roserr P. 
Porter, of Washington, is an accomplished 
statistician, and would be a useful member 
of a commission differently made up, but he, 
too, has exhibited in his recent contributions 
to our statistical literature decided leanings 
toward the protectionist doctrine, and that 
tendency to an ingenious misuse of figures 
which characterizes its devotees. The other 
members are ex-Vice-President WILLIAM 
A. WHEELER, of this State; JAcos AMBLER, 
of Ohio, and Joun S. Pare ps, of Missouri, 
whose names mean nothing to the students of 
this subject, except that their ideas of a na- 
tional policy are likely to be concerned with 
political expedients rather than general and 
far-reaching principles. 

What is to be expected of a commission 
constituted like this? There is scarcely a 
chance of a thorough investigation calculated 
to furnish the basis for a broad and enduring 
policy. There is not even the material from 
which a strong minority report might be ex- 
pected. There is no hope even for a vigilant 
and resolute effort to get at more than one 
side of the subject. The result will be that 
while the single object of delay may be se- 
cured, there will not be sufficient confidence 
in the conclusions which the commission 
will report to stay the demand for Congres- 
sional action wholly independent of its 
work. ‘The report will be made next Win- 
ter when only a short session will remain of 
the present Congress. It may furnish the 
occasion for more talk, possibly it may 
afford the material for a ‘‘ little tariff bill,’’ 
but it will accomplish nothing toward the set- 
tlement of the main question. One thing more, 
however, it is likely todo. It will doubtless 
demonstrate the futility of Congress trying 
to shirk’ the responsibility that belongs to it. 
The tariff issue will have to be fought out 
among the people and in Congress, and no 
commission can prevent it. There will be 
this cause of satisfaction with the character 
of that just appointed by the President—it is 
not calculated to allay the agitation of the 
subject during the coming Congressional 
It will give the people no occasion 
for postponing an active political interest in 
iton the supposition that even a temporary 


settlement of the question has been provided 
for. 
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A SIGNIFICANT WARNING. 

The letter which we printed yesterday 
morning from the Ohairman of the Cameron 
convention to the Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Committee is a very valuable 
contribution to the history of the party in 
Pennsylvania and throughout the country. 
It is one which every one interested in the 
future of the Republican Party would do 
well to study carefully, for it contains a 
plain statement of facts which are surely to 
control that future, Mr. Cooper, Chairman of 
the Republican State Committee, had issued 
a call to the Convention of Harrisburg to 
reassemble in order to nominate a candidate 
for Congressman at Large in place of Mar- 
SHALL, who has declined. To this call Mr. 
Grorak LEAR, who was Chairman of the 
convention, flatly refuses to respond. His 
immediate reason for refusing is sufficient. 
He avers that the convention originally 
met for a specific purpose, the nomination 
of candidates and framing of a platform; 
that it performed that purpose and adjourned 
sine die, passing out of existence; that in the 
platform was a provision for a new and 
more representative mode of electing dele- 
gates to conventions, and no convention can 
hereafter be called which is not chosen by 
that mode; that the State Committee was 
the creature of the convention, and cannot 
assume to dictate action to its creator. 

All this is perfectly logical. It is in ac- 
cordance with the customs and traditions— 
the law, written and unwritten, of the strict- 
est sect of ‘‘regular’”’ politicians, and can- 
not be disputed by Senator CAMERON himself. 
But it is not this statement of the immediate 
considerations in the case which is of inter- 
est to the country at large. That interest 
will centre in the account given by Mr, Lear 
of the condition of the party in Pennsylva- 
nia, the causes that have led to it, and 
the means by which, if at all, disaster 
can be averted. The party, Mr. Lear 
says, is divided into two _ sections— 
one under’ the’ regular organization, 
the other on an independent basis. The lat- 
ter is of sufficient magnitude to be feared 
and of such substantial character as to 
command respect. Two tickets are in nom- 
ination. Both are made up of unexception- 
able men. The supporters of both are loyal 
Republicans, and cherish the same princi- 
ples of public policy. That which divides 
them is simply ‘‘ the modes of appointment 
to offices and the manner of selecting dele- 
gates to nominating conventions.”” As 
the latter point is professedly at least 
met by the action of the regulars in 
changing the manner of electing dele- 
gates, the former remains the essential 
point of difference. Asto this, ‘‘it is not 
so much charged that official duties are im- 
perfectly or improperly performed as that 
the appointments are in the interest of am- 
bitious politicians, of increasing or perpetu- 
ating their power.’’ In brief, the issue 
which has anlit_the Republican Party .in 


Pennsylvania, which has raised up ua inde- 
pendent section of suicient strength to be 
feared and of character to be respected, and 
which will ruin the party unless it can be 
adjusted, is the plain issue between the spoils 
system and the people. 

On the one side the spoils system is em- 
bodied in Senator Cameron. ‘ He is,” 
says Mr. Lear, “ the objective point of the 
Independent revolt,’’ and his conduct since 
the convention strengthens the revolt. ‘‘ His 
every expression, his whole tone and man- 
ner, have shown that he regarded this cam- 
paign as his, the party as his property, and 
the result of the contest as his victory or de- 
feat.” ‘If I go down it will be with fly- 
ing colors,’’ he is reported to have said. To 
which Mr. Lear replies in a style that Mr. 
CAMERON can appreciate: 

“If he wants to go as far down as he can com- 
fortably bear the temperature and take his little 
flag with him there can be no reasonable objection 
to that, but he had no right to take the Republican 
Party and the American flag down with him,” 

This arrogance on the part of the Senator 
is the natural and inevitable consequence of 
the spoils system, and it is precisely the 
same result as flowed from the same cause 
in the case of ex-Senator ConxkLinea in this 
State. On the other hand, an ultimate re- 
volt against the Senators and their system is 
equally natural and equally unavoidable. 
The basis of the spoils system is appoint- 
ments for political purposes, The ‘‘ courtesy 
of the Senate’’ practically places the regula- 
tion of appointments in the hands of the 
Senators from the respective States, or, if 
they do not agree, in the hands of that one 
who is the strongest with the Administra- 
tion. It is not in human nature that such 
power should not be abused. Given appoint- 
ments for political purposes substantially 
in the hands of one or two men, and they 
are necessarily used for personal purposes, 
and must continue to be so used until, as in 
Pennsylvania and in this State, the great 
body of the party is disgusted and revolts. 
Then the Senators go down, but at great 
risk to the party and with much cost of 
division, confusion, and permanent estrange- 
ment. The revolt is not wholly made by 
those who oppose the spoils system, by any 
means. Unfortunately, itis often made in 
great part by those who are opposed, not to 
the system, but to their exclusion from a 
share in its advantages. But it is also joined 
and strengthened by those who are honestly 
and always opposed to the system itself. 

The permanent result for the party is de- 
termined by the proportions of these two 
elements among the Independents. If these 
are contented in New-York or Pennsylvania 
with the overthrow of a Senator and a 
change in the hand upon the machine, then 
the whole work will have to be done over 
again, and will be done over and over until 
the system is destroyed and the civil service 
is managed without any reference whatever 
to party politics, The letter of Mr. LEAR is 
a warning to this effect ‘writ large.” 
Its author, if he understands the full 
scope of his arguments, does not state it; 
but it is perfectly plain that the complete 
overthrow of Cameronism is to be had only 
by destroying the sources of its power. 
With a civil service divorced from politics, 
CAMERON would be as harmless as a sucking 
dove in the Senate, should he, by any 
miracle, retain his place there. Without 
such a civil service CAMERON may be over- 
come, but only to give place to some one of 
like mind, or worse, until the Republican 
Party is ground to powder by the incessant 
friction of the machine against the conscience 
and the manhood of the party. 


COMPULSORY RETIREMENTS. 

The Senate’s adoption of the compulsory 
retirement clause in the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, though with some modifications of 
the measure as passed by the House, makes 
the establishment of this long coveted system 
practically certain, For there is nothing in 
the present points of difference between the 
two houses which will not easily admit of 
compromise and harmonious adjustment. It 
is, therefore, probably not premature to con- 
gratulate the Army on the substantial ac- 
complishment of the most important piece of 
legislation in their interests which has been 
granted by Congress during the last ten 
years, 

There are two distinct benefits to be 
looked for as results of this measure. In the 
first place, so long as our country maintains 
only a very small Army, it should at least 
be kept up to the maximum of individual 
efficiency. . That men 65 or 70 years old are 
usually not capable of sustaining the phys- 
ical wear and tear of field work, day and 
night together, in all weathers, and under 
the strain of constant activity in the enemy’s 
presence, is admitted; yet, with our little 
Army, any favor that has to be granted to 
anybody for considerations of age is a sub- 
traction from its presumed strength. In all 
times and in all lands military conquests, 
with rare exceptions, have been the work of 
young men. Napo.eon, who was himself 
Commander of the Army of Italy at 26, had 
among his Generals of divisions Dessarx at 
26, Sout at 29, Davoust at 25, Oupimor 
at 28, Ney and Lannes at 29, Murat at 
27. JouserT was a General-in-Chief at 29, 
and Marmont at 32. But of Naro.ron’s de- 
feated opponents, BEAULIEU and WURMSER 
were over 80, ALVINI over 70, KAMENSKI 
about 80, the Duke of Brunswick 71, 
Honentone 60—and soon. The same les- 


y sons had been taught centuries before, and 


in our own war of 1812 it was taught to 
America by a fatal reliance on the veterans 
of the Revolution, until at last they were 
displaced by younger men, when victory 
changed to our standards. No doubt there 
are exceptions to the rule, and the famous 
instance of Mourke will occur to all; but 
without need of arguing about apparent or 
real exceptions, the rule itself is clear, and 
never was made more manifest than in our 
own civil war, where the average age of 
twenty Army commanders was only 41, 
while that of the dashing cavalry leaders— 
Custer, Kinparrick, MAcKENZzIE, Mur- 
RITT, and Witson—when already famous, 
was less than 25. 

Not less important is the consideration 
that the placing of superannuated officers on 
the retired list increases the flow of promo- 
tion. In order to keep up the spirit of a 
military establishment it is necessary to hold 
out good prospects of advancement. But 
in our Army, owing to the great reduction 
in the number of regiments after the war 
and the ensuing consolidations, together 
with the season of comparative peace, 
Afficers in the lower grades have been com- 


pelled to remain ,in them for years after 
they might naturally and properly have ex- 
pected increase of rank and pay. The re- 
tired list was limited by law to 400, so that 
it became impossible to put upon ita great 
many superannuated officers, while some of 
these were by no means anxious to go. 
Compulsory retirement at a fixed age, and 
the consequent throwing open of the retired 
list, will do much toward remedying these 
evils, and by promptly removing the pres- 
sure from the ton—a large number of re- 
duciio. , being in order very soon—it will at 
once restore hope and spirit to the service. 
As has been said, the changes made by the 
Senate are changes of detail. Some of these 
are obviously beneficial, while in others the 
judgment of the House seems to be the better. 
To begin with, the House provided that the 
retirement for age should go into effect ‘‘ on 
and after the passage of this act;’’ but the 
Senate bill more wisely fixed the date for 
the 1st day of December next, which would 
give probably about five months to make 
the preparations and adjustments necessary 
on so great changes. The House allowed 
voluntary retirement after thirty-five years of 
service; but the Senate properly requires 
the term to be forty years, which is not too 
much to exact of an officer who is still well 
and vigorous, and has ro other acceptable 
reasons besides mere length of service for 
seeking retirement. The Senate committee 
struck out the provision for allowing forty 
years’ service, either as an officer or soldier, 
in the regular or volunteer service, to effect 
compulsory retirement. |This was a proper 
change, because it is not length of experi- 
ence, but superannuation, which makes re- 
tirement proper. If an officer has been only 
ten years in the service, and is 65 years old, 
he isa fit subject for retirement. On the 
other hand, if he has been forty yearsin the 
service, and is 60 years old, he may not be. 
As to the Senate’s change of the retiring 
age from 62 to 64, it does not seem wise. Of 
course, the matter can be practically ar- 
ranged so that the two houses will agree, 
even if only by the simple expedient of split- 
ting the difference and making the age 63. 
3ut 62 is the better age. It has the great 
merit of being the one already adopted in 
the Navy, and there approved by twenty 
years of practical experience. There seems 
to be no good reason for making one rule 
for the Army and a different one for the 
Navy. Still, it would be better for the 
House to consent to 64, if necessary, rather 
than allow the bill to perish. The failure to 
except the General and Lieutenant-General 
from the operation of the law is extraordi- 
nary. They held exceptional offices for ex- 
ceptional services, limited to their occupancy 
alone, and lapsing respectively when va- 
cated by them. Hence, they stood in the 
way of no one, and their remaining on the 
active list could affect nobody’s promotion. 
But the Senate, like the House, apparently 
desired to make no exceptions to the new 
rule, lest one should lead to many. 


SCHLIEMANN’S LATEST. 

Our old friend Dr. Scurttemann is hard 
at work making discoveries, and the latest 
news from him is of unusual interest. He 
writes that he has discovered the city of 
Pergamos in the Hill of Hissarlik. This is 
the hill, or mound, which contains the ruins 
of Troy and of the five later cities which 
were built one on the top of the other, with 
the ruins of Troy at the bottom of the pile. 
This system of building one city above an- 
other appears to have been the custom of 
that part of Asia Minor with which Dr. 
ScHLIEMANN is concerned, and that he 
should have found Pergamos, as well as six 
distinct Troys, in the Hill of Hissarlik need 
not surprise us. That hill is simply a 
mine of ancient cities, and in all probability 
Dr. ScHLIEMANN will find in it Antioch 
and Palmyra and Tyre and Sidon and any 
other desirable ancient city that the Direc- 
tors of the Berlin Museum may order. 

Important as this announcement of the 


discovery of the city of Pergamos is, it is 
uninteresting in comparison with a still 
more extraordinary discovery which Dr. 
ScHLIEMANN has made in the same Hill of 
Hissarlik. This is nothing less than the 
discovery of Noah’s ark in what would be 
regarded by United States naval officers, 
accustomed to our crack naval vessels, as 
an excellent state of repair. The impor- 
tance of this discovery to Sunday-school 
Superiatendents, persons, and 
naval architects can hardly be overrated. 

Dr. SCHLIEMANN was led to look for the 
ark in the Troad by a caretul study of 
jreeck mythology. He perceived that the 
Greek story of Deucalion was only a varia- 
tion of the story of the ark, and although it 
was not, in his opinion, a historical narra- 
tive, he was ready to accept the Deuca- 
lion myth as evidence to the true 
landing-place of the ark, just as he 
accepted the ‘‘Iliaa’’ as a correct guide- 
book to Troy and the _ objects of 
interest therein. The close relation between 
*Tlion,’’ the Greek name of ‘Troy, and 
‘‘slion,” the last half of Deucalion’s 
name, would be evident to any person not 
willfully prejudiced against comparative 
philology, and this relation convinced Dr. 
ScHLIEMANN that he should look for the ark 
and other relics of the Noah-Deucalion 
cruise on the site of the ancient city of Troy. 

When Dr. ScHLIEMANN digs for any par- 
ticular thing, {whether it is a city, a tomb, 
or a set of jewelry, he is morally certain to 
find it. He dug for Noah’s ark in the Hill 
of Hissarlik, and he found it on the second 
day, not more than seventy feet below the 
surface. Later excavations have laid bare 
the entire ark, though, thanks to* the great 
discoverer’s precaution in putting a board 
fence around it and in compelling his work- 
men to dig with their eyes blindfolded, no 
one except Dr. ScHLIEMANN and his wife 
has yet seen the ark. 

In a recent and strictly private letter Dr. 
ScHLIEMANN has given a full account of his 
last great discovery. He found that the ark, 
although some twenty feet of her bow had 
been carried away, was of the precise dimen- 
sions given by the writer of Genesis, but that 
instead of having an immense three-story 
house on deck, with a big trap-door in the 
roof, through which the animals and Noan 
and his family were dropped, it had only 
the usual wheel-house, chart-room, and 
smoking saloon on the spar deck, and ac- 
cess was had to the interior by the 
usual companionways and hatches. The 
wheel-house was on the bridge, and there

were what Dr. ScHLIEMANN regards as in-. 
A dications that steam steering. gear was used, 


but in this matter it is probable that the 
Doctor’s enthusiastic disposition has led him 
into error, since, in spite of the fact that 
bridges are never found nowadays except on 
board steamers, there is no reason to believe 
that the ark was ever propelled by steam, or 
that Noa was ever acquainted with steam, 
except in connection with the tea-kettle, 

The saloon was placed amidships on the 
main deck, where there is the least noise and 
motion, and was beautifully fitted with re- 
volving chairs, swinging lamps, and all an- 
cient improvements. The state-rooms, ag 
well as the saloon, were empty, only such 
trifles being left in them as travelers usually 
discard and stewards look upon with con- 
tempt. In one of the lockers of the stew- 
ard’s pantry was found, however, a com- 
plete set of ivory chips and several packs of 
cards of the well-known Mosaic pattern, and 
on the floor of a state-room was picked up a 
memorandum signed ‘‘ Ham,”’ and setting 
forth that the signer owed some person 
whose name was not mentioned ‘‘ 33 shekels, 
to be paid before taking a hand in the next 
game.”’ 

There were stalls for the animals on the 
main deck forward, and the two lower decks 
had evidently been devoted exclusively to 
animals, Notices—in the Hebrew language, 
of course—were still posted in various places 
requesting persons not to disturb the ani- 
mals while sleeping or to annoy them with 
canes or umbrellas, In the hold were scores 
of bins labeled ‘‘corn,” ‘‘ oats,” ‘* com- 
pressed hay,’’ ‘‘ Thorley’s Food for Cattle,’’ 
&c., which were evidently used to hold the 
food intended for the animals. 

While the fact that the ark contained 
neither boilers nor engines suggests that 
she was not propelled by steam, the ad- 
ditional fact that no remains of masts or 
spars of any kind were found, compels us to 
believe that she simply drifted with the wind 
and sea. This is the more probable as her 
model was almost precisely like that of our 
men-of-war, and we can only explain her 
failure to come in collision with something 
or to drift prematurely ashore, as is the habit 
of our national ships, by the hypothesis that 
she was the only vessel navigating the seas 
during the flood, and that there was a suffi- 
cient depth of water for her all over the world. 


Of the identity of the vessel discovered by 
Dr. ScHLIEMANN with the original ark there 
can be no doubt, inasmuch as the name 
Ark is still on her stern in raised gilt letters, 
There was also found entangled with a ring- 
bolt on her starboard side, close to her 
**Plimsoll’s mark,’’ a rubber watch coat- 
with Noan’s name on the inside of the 
collar. Dr. SCHLIEMANN is naturally very’ 
proud of his discovery, and he is so much 
encouraged by it that he is seriously think- 
ing of discovering the Garden with the re- 
mains of the original serpent, together with 
Apam’s lawn-mower and other garden tools, 
in the inexhaustible Hill of Hissarlik. 


STRAY ECHOES OF FOREIGN NEWS. 
pero ees: 

There arrived in the East India Docks of 
London a fortnight ago a sailing vessel laden with 
the first consignment of frozen meat which has 
been sent to England from New-Zealand. The 
ship had been 98 days on the voyage, and during all 
that time the chambers containing the meat had 
been kept at 20° below the freezing point. The 
meat consisted of 5,000 sheep, and is said to haye 
arrived in fine condition. 


It is announced that the formal opening of 
the new Hotel de Ville in Paris will take place on- 
the 14th of July next, when a grand banquet of 
450 covers will be given in the Hall of State. It is 
probable that the President of the republic and 
his Ministers will be present, though this is not cer- 
tain. Other persons who have been invited include 
the diplomatic corps, the municipality, the Con- 
seil-Générale, the Government bodies, and the 
Mayors of the chief French and foreign towns, in- 
cluding the burgomaster of Berlin. 


The whirligig of time has brought strange 
changes to the fortunes of perhaps the two 
most celebrated of modern Italian families. It is 
said that the ancestral honors of the Medici are- 
now possessed by a hardware merchant of Flor- 
ence, while a man who is believed to be the last 
representative of the Scaliger race is dead at 
Verona ina humble lodging over a green grocer’s. 
shop. For many years this directf{descendant of’ 
the great man to whom Dante dedicated his eplo 
has gained a livelihood by mending boots and shoes. 


While the use of the bieycle is fast increas- 
ing in this country, in England the use of it is said 
to be falling off somewhat, or at least to be yield- 
ing more aud more of its ground te the more 
sociable tricycie, in which ladies can ride as well. 
as men, and two persons as well asone. For the! 
present, the proportion between the two is repre- 
sented by hundreds on the one hand and by thou- 
sands on the other, but there are intimations that 
before long the proportion may be reversed. The 
Khédive of Egypt has for some time had a tricycle, 
and recently ordered two others, neither of which, 
however, is intended for Arabi. 


On the 20th of the present month Queen Vic- 
toria will have reigred just 45 years. The reigns 
of ‘only three other English sovereigns have ex-, 
ceeded hers in length. They are that of Henry IIL,” 
which lasted 56 years; that of Edward IIL, which 
numbered 50, and that of George IIL, which was’ 
the longest of all—60 years. Victoria in age has 
been surpassed by 11 sovereigns since the Norman 
conquest. They are Henry I., wko lived to be 67 
years; Henry IIL, who died at 65; Edward L., 67> 
Edward III, 65; Elizabeth, 69; James IL, 68; 
George I,, 67; George IL, 77; George IIL, 82;. 
George IV., 68, and William IV., 72. 


Capt. Richard Burton, who recently arrived 
in England in company with Capt. Cameron, will 
soon make public his impressions of the gold fields 
of West Africa. Capt. Cameron says the average 
earnings of women employed to wash the dark 
gold-bearing sands along the coast are.$1, and that. 
as much as $5 50 has been obtained. He brought. 
home with him specimens of quartz which had 
yielded in the crushing four ounces per ton, and 
others that nad yielded two ounces. Good ma- 
chinery, competent engineers, and adequate labor 
are still essential to success, and Capt. Cameron 
intimated that Chinamen might be brought into.. 
the country and found useful. 


Small-pox of a very fatal and virulent form: 
has broken out in Serajevo, the Bosnian capital. 
Two weeks ago between 15 and 20 persons were 
dying every day in the town hospital. Among the 
victims have already been a number of Government 
officials, some of whom were working in their 
offices up to within an hour or their deaths. In 
these and other cases the deaths have been so sud- 
den that the epidemic is believed by certain per- 
sons to be the plague and not the small-pox. Sev- 
eral streets have become entirely deserted, each 
house having lost one or more of its inmates. The 
bodies of the dead are buried quietly in the mid- 
dle of the night. Much is done to conceal the real 
state of affairs from the public, in order to avoida 
panic. 


In their ideas of whatis fitting in point of 
expenditure for public entertainments at which 
there are eating and drinking, it is widely that na- 
tions differ, as some recent cases will sufficiently 
show. At Milan has been given by the munici- 
pality a banquet in honor of royalty and the repre- 
sentatives of three nations who were there to cele- 
brate the opening of the St. Gothard tunnel, 
Abort a thousand people were entertained, and 
the bill for the entire feast was only $8,000; in 
other words, it was not far in excess of our own 
bill for the Yorktown whiskies and cigars alone. 
People in London are contrasting the modest Milan 
bill with the expenses of the royal and civic enter- 
tainments given at the recent opening of Epping 
_Bareat. whiah, will atleast reach $40,000. and may- 


rise to $50,000. Friends of the London corporation, 
however, express astonishment that the bill was 
not larger. 


A curious example of that stupidity te which 
censors usually, at one time or another, revert i¢ 
seen in a certain telegram drawn up by the stu- 
dents of Kieff University on hearing of Darwin's 
death, and intended by them for transmission ta 
Darwin's son. “The students of Kieff University,” 
the telegram said, “deplore with you the loss of 
the grand master and puissant soldier of science, 
The Russian youth bows with respeet before the 
profound genius who has revealed to man the 
mysteries of the struggle for existence, has assigned 
to him his place in nature, has indicated to thoucht 
the way of indefinite development, and who, by 
his own example, has shown how truth ought to ba 
served. The memory of your father is immortal aa 
his glory.” ‘This telegram the Russian censors sup- 
pressed, dreading. it is suggested, with good rea- 
son, any recognition of the doctrine of the sup 
vival of the fittest. 


The proposed extension of the Transcaspian 
Railway from its present terminus to Askhabad is 
warmly enceuraged bya large number of influen- 
tial Russians at St. Petersburg. Their arguments, 
unlike those which were so much used in support of 
the original projeet, leave out altogether the mili- 
tary considerations that enter into the problem, 
and rest wholly upoh the commercial advantages 
to be derived from an extension of the line. Other 
persons, however, are not slow to see the great 
importance of tne fine to military operations, and 
point out that the Transcaspian territory is Rus 
sia’s most important possession in Central Asia, 
and that it is destined to become the great base of 
her operations against England when the time for 
them shall arrive. Turkestan, as a base, is thought 
to have lost importance with the annexation of 
the Akhal Tekke region, and Skobeleff very re- 
cently observed that the military power centred 


there might now be reduced to a very small foree.

THE REFORMED CHURCH. 

Scuenecrapy, N. Y., June 7.—The seventy= 
sixth annual session of the Reformed Church of 
America, formerly the Reformed Protestant Dutch 
Church, met in the First Church of this city to-day. 
The Rev. E. P. Ingersoll, D. D., of Brooklyn, was 
elected President, and the Rey. William Ormiston, 
D. D., New-York, Assessor. About 125 delegates 
were present at the organization. In the evening 
the Rev. Isaac Hartley, D. D., of Utica, preached a 
sermon on the causes which have interfered with 
and impeded the progress of the Church, compar- 
ing the growth of their denomination with the 
greater growth of the Presbyterian and Episcopal 
Churches. He said that while the Reformed 
Church does not differ materially from those 
Churches in doctrine or polity, it does differ in 
custom, and the slight growth of the Church is 
largely due to the tact that it has not been loyal to 
those customs.

@X-VICE-PRESIDENT WHEELER SELECTED AS 
CHAIRMAN—THE COMMISSION CONSID- 
ERED A STRONG ONE BY HIGH TARIFF 
CONGRESSMEN — VARIOUS 
REPRESENTED. 

Wasnineton, Juns 7.—The President 
this afternoon sent to the Senate his nomina- 
tions to fill the commission authorized by Con- 
gress to inquire into the tariff and sug- 
gest legislation. The names were identical 
with the list furnished to THE TIMES 
last night and were as follows: William 
A. Wheeler, of New-York, Chairman; John iL, 
Hayes, of Massachusetts; Henry W. Oliver, 
Jr., of Pennsylvania; Austin M. Garland, of 
flinois; Jacob Ambler, of Ohio; John §, 
Phelps, of Missouri; Robert P. Porter, of the 
District of Columbia; John W. H. Under- 
wood, of Georgia: Duncan F, Kenner, of 
Louisiana. As the Commissioners were rec- 
ommended by protectionists, it is not surpris- 
ng that the nominations are generally re- 
veived with favor by the high tariff men in 
Dongress. 

The Hon. William A. Wheeler’s name and 
history are both familiar in New-York. His 
selection as Chairman is regarded as admira- 
ble by ali persons who have expressed opinions 
about the make-up of the commission. 

Mr. John L, Hayes, of Massachusetts, the 
second choice of the President, is considered 
one of the highest authorities upon tariff ques- 
tions in the country. He isthe publisher in 
Boston of a journal devoted to the interests of 
the wool manufacturers and growers and is 
about 60 years of age.

Tariff men say that he 
is one of the closest of students and that few 
political economists in the country have given 
more constant attention to the topics which 
will come before the Commission than he has, 
The results of his studies have become known 
through the columns of the journal of which 
be has been the editor. 

The nomination of Mr. Henry W. Oliver, Jr., 
of Pennsylvania, is made to please the iron in- 
terest of that State. Mr. Oliver is an iron 
manufacturer, running two establishments at 
Pittsburg, and employing about 8,800 men. 
He was born in County Tyrone, Ireland, about 
£5 yearsago. He began his business life as a mes- 
senger fcr the Western Union Telegraph Com, 


any afterward entered theiron works of Graff, 

ennett & Co., at Pittsburg, and subsequently 
began business on his own account as an iron 
manufacturer, developing remarkable ability 
And meeting with great success. He has been 
jnterested in political affairs, but has never 
held an office, On several occasions he has 
visited Washington as a representative of the 
lron interests of his State, and appeared before 
the Ways and Means Committee on severai oc- 
casions while the Wood Tariff bill was pena- 
Ing. About a year ago he was put forward as 
Senator Cameron’s candidate for United States 
Senator from Pennsylvania. The deadlock 
that followed compelled him to withdraw. His 
nomination is made at the request of almost 
the entire Pennsylvania delegation in Con- 
gress. 

While Mr. Hayes, of Massachusetts, repre- 
sents the wool manufacturers, the wool grow- 
ers are represented by Mr, Austin M. Garland, 
of Illinois, who is an agriculturist and sheep- 
raiser near Springfield. He is a man of about 
middle age, is well known to Western agri- 
tulturists, and is popular with them. He is 
not a prominent politician, never having held 
or sought office. He was pressed for the place 
py both Senator Logan and Senator Davis, 
ind is approved by the Llinois delegation. 

Mr. Jacob Ambler, of Ohio, is an ex-mem- 
per of Congress. He was born in 1829 at Pitts- 
burg, Penn., and, moving to Ohio, studied law 
and was admitted to the Bar. {fn 1857 he was 
a member of the Ohio Legislature; was after- 
ward, from 1859 to 1867, Judge of the Ninth 
Judicial District, and im the Forty-first and 
Forty-second Congresses was a prominent 
member, serving on the Judiciary Committee 
with ability. Heis a strong protectionist, as 
might be inferred from the fact that he is said 
to owe his preferment mainly to the solicita- 
tion of Representative McKinley. 

The nember of the commission from Mis- 
souri, the Hon. John 8. Phelps, is a veteran 
Congressman. He was born in Simsbury, 
Conn., in 1814, was graduated at Washington 
fnow Trinity) College, and after admission to 
the Bar removed to Springfield, Mo., in 18438. 
Elected as a Democrat to the Twenty-ninth 
Dongress, he was re-elected for nine successive 
jerms, serving from 1845 to 1863. He served 
nm the Union Army, in the Twenty-fifth Mis- 
iouri Volunteers, and was wounded at Pea 
Ridge. President Lincoln made him military 
Governor of Arkansas, and he was for two 

ears Governor of Missouri. He is a moderate 

ariff man, known favorably to the protection- 
ists in his section. 

Mr. Robert P. Porter, although a young 
man, has become widely known because of his 
ability in the realm of financial and industrial 
statistics. If a question concerning his citizen- 
ship has ever arisen, it. has been satisfac- 
torily answered. He came to this country 
before he was 18 years cold and was 
made a voter as soon as he _ reached 
his majority. He voted when he was 21 years 
old, as soon as the law would allow him to do 
30. For 10 years he was a journalist in the 
West, and his researches concerning local and 
State taxation, debts, and wealth soon at- 
tracted much attention both at home and 
abroad. He was appointed by Superintendent 
Walker to take charge of all the census 
work relating to wealth, debt, taxation, and 
railroads. The published volumes of the cen- 
sus show the ability with which he performed 
his task. He is now one of the editors of the 
International Review, and recently published 
a valuable and interesting book entitled, ‘* The 
West in 1880.”’ Mr. Porter will be one of the 
werking members of the commission, and 
will bring to his work an exceptional knowl- 
sdge of industrial, financial, and other ques- 
jlons, 

Mr. John W. H. Underwood, of Georgia, is 
pnative of that State. He was admitted to 
the Bar in 1834, and was Solicitor-General for 
the Western Circuit from 1543 to 1847. In 
1856 he was a delegate to the State Constitu- 
tional Convention, and in 1857 was a member 
of the State House of Representatives. In 
1861, while he was a member of Congress, he 
resigned to join the Confederacy, and in 1864 
resumed the practice of his profession. He isa 
moderate protectionist and is satisfactory to 
the persons in Georgia who are concerned in 
the development of the growing manufactur- 
ing interests of that State. 

The last nomination is that of Mr. Duncan 
F. Kenner, of Louisiana. Mr. Kenner is the 
oldest member of the commission, being more 
than 70 years of age. He is a native of Louisi- 
ana, an extensive sugar-planter, and gentle- 
men here who know him say he is clear-headed 
and broad-minded. He is represented to be a 
moderate protectionist. During the war he 
was a member of the Confederate Senate. By 
representatives of the sugar-importing interest 
here he is regarded as an objectionable Com- 
snissioner.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR JOB. 
@ BILL WHICH IS LIKELY TO DISPOSE OF 
22,000,000 or THE PEOPLE’S MONEY. 
Wasnrneton, June 7.—The River and 
Alarbor bill promises to become so large and 
costly that it will be difficult to secure its ap- 
proval by the President. The bill, as reported 
to the House, provides for an appropriation of 
$17,342,875. In 1870 the amount finally sppro- 
priated was about $2,000,000. The amount in- 
creased from year to year, until in 1877 it was 
about $5,000,000, Theaverage for the years 


1879, 1880, and 1881 was about $9,000,000. Last 
year it reached $11,500,v00. Senators have 
already given notice of their intention to 
amend the bill by many additions, and it is 
now said that the Senate committee will add 
$4,000,000 for the Hennepin Canal. In this 
way the bill promises to dispose of ahout $22,- 
000,000 when finally passed. In tie House last 
Monday a resolution fixing a day for the con- 
sideration of the Hennepin bill secured almost 
a two-thirds vote, and this indicates the 
feeling in the House upon this _ sub- 
ject. The ‘‘great surplus’ in the ‘Treas- 
ury encourages members to advocate enor- 
mous river and harbor biils and such 
schemes as this. The Commerce Committee’s 
report upon the River and Harbor bill says: 
**At no time in its history bas the United 
States Treasury been in such condition to war- 
rant large expenditures in this direction.’’ The 
committee adds that it is the desire of the people 
to spend this money on internal improvements 
rather than reduce the taxes, ow large

MILLIONS FOR PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
AN INACCURATE STATEMENT BY MR. MOR- 


RILL OF THE AMOUNTS TO BE APPROPRI- 
ATED. 

WasuHinctTon, June 7.—It is not at all 
likely that Mr. Morrill would willfully mis- 
represent facts. Some statements made by 
him to-day in the Senate about the money ap- 
propriated, or proposed to be appropriated, 
by bills passed for the erection of public 
buildings were perhaps intended to remove 
the fear that Congress is voting away the sur- 
plus revenues, but they do not bear 
comparison with the _ record, A bill 
to authorize the construction of a pub- 
lic building at Lynchburg, Va., having 
been taken up on Mr. Johnston’s motion, Mr. 
Platt intimated a desire to know whether these 
bills were being approved by the Public Build- 
ings Committee upon any rule as to popula- 
tion or business transacted in the places in 
which the buildings were to be erected. Mr. 


Morrill answered that the report which 


had gone abroad that this Congress was ex- 
travagantinits appropriations for public build- 
ings was absurd; that up to Monday only 
$450,000 had been voted for buildings, 
and that if all bills pending in the 
Eouse and Senate were passed only $3,400,000 
would be appropriated. Earlier in the session 
an examination of the bills introduced showed 
that bills were in committee calling for about 
$17,000,000. A Jarge number of these have 
been reported. The President has already ap- 
proved bills calling for an expenditure of 
$1,850,000, and since these were signed, the 
Brooklyn bill, calling for an expenditure of 
$800,000, bas been passed. The bills which 
have been signed and which have passed one 
or both houses callfer more than $4,000,000. 
Mr. Morrill said that the Forty-fifth and 
Forty-sixth Congresses had appropriated from 
$5,000,000 to $6,000,000 for buildings, and that 
the appropriation by the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress would be about the same, 

In answer to Mr. Morrill’s explanation, Mr. 
Platt replied that there was a feeling in the 
country that Congress was acting loosely in 
this matter. Mr. Rollins promised that the 
committee would make a full statement of the 
amount to be appropriated. Mr. Vest’s 
opinion, that the spending of money for public 
buildings benefited the people by putting 
money in their pockets, led Mr. Platt to!retort 
that it also compelled people to pay taxes and 
that fact affected all classes. not excepting the 
people who got the Government money. The 
Lynchburg bill, appropriating $100,000, and 
bills for Camden, N. J., $75,000, and Clarks- 
burg, West Va., $40,000, were then passed, 

The afternoon was spent in disussion of the 
District Appropriation bill. Just before go- 
ing into executive session Mr. Van Wyck pro 
posed that the nominations for members of the 
Tariff Commission should be considered in 
open session. Mr. Plumb objected to the con- 
sideration of the motion, and it was with- 
drawn.

A patent bas issued from the Land Office in 
favor of ex-President William Henry Harri- 


son. The patent is for 160 acres of land in 
Southern Ohio, which Gen. Harrison purchased 
in 1805 under the old credit system. The inter- 
est on the investment already amounts to more 
than the principal sum invested. 


The Franklin Institute of Pennsylvania re- 
cently appeinted a committee to visit Wash- 
ington and oppose the passage of the bill which 


proposes to make changes in the existing pat- 
ent laws. The committee had a conference to- 
day with several patent lawyers of this city 
and discussed with them the objectionable 
features of the pending measure. The bill pro- 
vides that no suit shall be brought against or 
damages claimed from the user of any patented 
article, provided such article shall have been 
purchased in open market. The committee 
maintained that the effect of this provision 
would be to encourage infringement and im- 
pair, if not destroy, the value of patents. In 
this opinion the patent lawyers who partici- 
pated in the conference concurred. Subse- 
quently the committee had a long interview 
with Commissioner Marble, who said that he 
was opposed to the bill, but thought some 
legislation was needed for the protection ef 
innocent users of patent articles. 


LIE EERE 
THE PROPOSED TAX REDUCTIONS, 
A REPUBLICAN CAUCUS AT WHICH VARI- 
OUS OPINIONS ARE EXPRESSED. 
WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Republican 
members of the House of Representatives held a 
caucus this evening, 60 members being present, 
and Representative Robeson, of New-Jersey, pre- 
siding. The discussion, which continued until 11 
o’clock, was confined to an interchange of 
views on the subject of reducing internal 
revenue taxes as contemplated by the Kelley bill. 
After a few preliminary remarks by the Chairman, 
in which he stated that his object in calling the 
caucus was that the party might agree upon 
a ine of action to be pursued ss rela- 


tive to the bili, and thus avoid the delays 
which would otherwise be incident to its con- 
sideration, Mr. Kelley made the opening speech. 
He advocated the passage of the bill and asked the 
party to allow its early consideration without 
amendment. A protracted discussion ensued, in 
which Messrs. Kasson and MeKinley advocated 
the bill, and Messrs. Page, Hazelton, McCook, 
and others opposed it. Mr. Page said he 
was opposed to the passage of any Dill 
whatever looking to any reduction in internal 
revenue taxes. Messrs. Hazelton, McCook, and 
others, while favoring a slight reduction, were op- 
posed to — reduction of the taxes om whisky 
and cigars, believing that if any reduction were 
made it should be upon sugar and articles of ne- 
cessity rather than upon luxuries, particular- 
ly those which could so easily sustain the 
burden of taxation as whisky and _ tobacco. 
Mr. Haskell moved that the caucus agree to pass a 
measure containing the first section of the Kelley 
bill, which proposes to remove the taxon bank 
checks, bank deposits, bank capital, matches, and 
proprietary medicines, and that the second 
xection, which proposes to reduce the tax on 
cigars, and the special taxes on cigar and 
whisky-dealers, be rejected. Mr. Robinson, of 
Ohio, moved to amend by striking out the pro- 
vision relating to bank deposits, This motion was 
voted down—10 to 50, Mr. McCook then moved to 
strike out “bank capital,” which was agreed to— 
49to 11. Pending a motion on the original proposi- 
tion of Mr. Haskell, as amended, a motion to ad- 
Journ was put and carried. 

‘The general sentiment, as indicated by the tenor 
of the discussion this evening, was oppgsed to any 
sweeping reduction of internal revenue taxes at 
this session, and the adjournment was ordered for 
the purpose of further considering the subject at an- 
other caucus, which will be held in a few days. It is 
believed that the party will agree to pass a bill at 
this session removing the tax upon bank deposits, 
bank checks, watches, and _ proprietary medicines, 
but that no action will be taken on the other 
features of the Kelley bill.

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AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE DESPERATE ENEMIES OF THE 
KHEDIVE. 
THREATS AGAINST HIS LIFE BY THE MILI- 
TARY PARTY—ARABI PASHA BELIEVED 
TO BE READY TO DEFY THE PORTE— 
ARRIVAL OF DERVISCH PASHA AT ALEX- 
ANDRIA, 

Carro, June 7.—The Khédive has sent 
four officers of his household to welcome Der- 
visch Pasha, the Turkish Commissioner, upon 
his arrival in Egypt. ‘The military party, 
without the authority of the Khédive, has dis- 


patched an officer to receive Dervisch Pasha 
on their behalf. 

At the meeting of the military leaders yes- 
terday at the house of Arabi Pasha, at which 
it was decided, should the Sultan attempt to 
maintain the Khédive, the military party 
would wreak vengeance on the latter, even at 


‘the cost of their own lives, Ali Fehmi Pasha 


and Abdellah Pasha spoke vehemently against 


the Khéaive. They vowed that he should die 
before they would allow Arabi Pasha to be 
driven out of the country either by Europeans 
or Turks. 

Arabi Pasha continues the work of recruit- 
ing. He sent instructions to the Provinces 
Monday night to quicken the mobilization of 
the reserves. 

Efforts are being made to excite the popula- 
tion by stating that the Khédive has turned 
Christian and sold the country to the English. 
Well-intormed persons believe that if the at- 
tempts ot Dervisch Pasha at conciliation fail 
Arabi Pasha will cut the telegraph connec- 
tions, take hostages, and openly defy the 
Porte. A special train awaits the arrival of 
Dervisch Pasha at Alexandria to convey him 
to Cairo, 

ALEXANDRIA, June 7,—Dervisch Pasha, the 
Turkish Commissioner, and suite, were enthu- 
siasticaliy received by the native troops here 
to-day. The British and French Admirals paid 
complimentary visits to Dervisch Pasha, who 
will proceed te Cairo to-morrow. 

All the foreign Consuls have visited Dervisch 
Pasba. The Khédive’s Master of Ceremonies 
prevented Yacoub Pasha, who had been sent 
by the military party to receive Dervisch 
Pasha, from going aboard the imperial yacht. 
Yacoub Pasha was subsequently presented to 
Dervisch Pasha with the other Egyptian offi- 
cers, 

ISMAILIA, June 7.—The soldiers concentrated 
along the Suez Canal have been ordered to re- 
turn to their former quarters. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 7.—Lord Dufferin 
and the Marquis de Noailles, the English and 
French Ambassadors, have informed the Porte 
that their Governments do not consider that 
the mission of Dervisch Pasha to Egypt has 
rendered the holding of a conference less neces- 
sary.

IN HONOR OF GARIBALDI. 
PREPARATIONS FOR A GRAND FUNERAL— 
THE BODY NOT TO BE CREMATED. 
Crvita Veccuia, June 7.—A telegram 
from Caprera announces that the family of 
Gen. Garibaldi have decided to abandon the 
cremation of his body, owing to the practical 
difficulties in the way of its accomplishment. 
The body will be interred, provisionally at 

least, at Caprera on Thursday. 

Six steamers, having on board the deputa- 
tions from Rome, provincial delegates, and 
various working men’s associations, left for 
Caprera this afternoon. It is calculated that 
10,000 persons will atvend the obsequies, 

MADDALENA, June 7,—The funeral proces- 
sion will be led by a detachment of troops, 
with band and colors. The coffin will follow, 
volunteers in the wars for independence 
marching on each side. The coffin will be fol- 
lowed by the Duke of Aosta, representatives 
of the Government, Parliament, Army and 
Navy, members of the royal household, and 
other persons, 

Romk&, June 7.—The official deputations to 
attend the funeral of Gen. Garibaldi wil! leave 
Civita Vecchia W ednesday evening for Caprera 
on board the mail steamers Candia and Ortizia, 
escorted by the dispatch boat Exploratore, 
The steamer Marco Polo will take the Sena- 
tors and Deputies and members of the press to 
Caprera, The army will be represented by 
Gen. Sacchi, Col. Dogliomo, and Lieuts. Bara- 
tieri and Albini. 

The Prefect of Rome has reprimanded the 
Police for neglecting their duties when the 
office of the clerical newspaper Cassandrino 
was wrecked, because that paper spoke disre- 
spectfully of Garibaldi. 

The bust of Garibaldi is to be placed beside 
that of Count Cavour in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties, 

M. Gambetta has telegraphed to Mennotti 
Garibaldi recalling his father’s services to 
France in 1870, and adding that the gratitude 
felt by France will make tke death of Gari- 
baldi a cause for national mourning. 

The Government of Uruguay has issued a 
decree ordering that a solemn funeral service 
be held for Garibaldi, and has instructed its 
Minister at Rome to send a wreath to Caprera. 

A deputation of students from the University 
of Vienna is going to Caprera, Workmen are 
preparing a tomb, consisting of a simple 
pyramid of granite, four métres in height, at 
Milan, 

The work of embalming the body of Gari- 
baldi was attempted too late. Difficulties re- 
garding its cremation have arisen, An unin- 
tlammiable sheet in which to envelop the body 
for the preservation of the ashes is wantiny. 

The body of Garibaldi lies clothed in a red 
shirt. The room in which it rests is filled with 
flowers and wreaths. The following is the 
telegram of condolence to Garibaldi’s family 
sent by King Humbert: ‘ From my youth up 
my father taught me admiration for Gari- 
baldi. Later, 1 witnessed his heroic acts, and 
in my family the admiration and gratitude 
grew greater. Accept my condolence, which 
is shared by the whole Italian nation.”’

THE IRISH REPRESSION BILL. 
DILLON DEFENDS BOYCOTTING—ABUSES 
OF THE SYSTEM ADMITTED. 

Lonpon, June 7.—The House of Com- 
mons this afternoon resumed the discussion of 
the Repression bill, In debate on an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Charles Russell, Liberal 
member for Dundalk, defining intimidation as 
threats or acts of violence to person or prop- 
erty, or incitement thereto, Mr. Dillon de- 
fended the system of boycotting, which he 
had advocated in public speeches, as within 
the law. He declared that but for that sys- 
tem ‘** moonlight” outrages would have begun 
a year earlier than they did. They would not 
have begun at all if the Land League had been 
left at liberty.

OBITUARY. 
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GEORGE A. WADDY. 

Ex-Police Inspector George A. Waddy died 
last evening at his residence, No. 373 Putnam-ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, after a long and painfulillness. Mr. 
Waddy was born in New-Jersey about 65 years ago, 
and went to Brooklyn with his parents to reside 
when a boy. He learned the trade of hatter and 
also the carpenter trade, but abandoned both to go 
into the public carting business. Over 30 years ago 
he joined the Police force and, except 


for a short interval, served continuously un- 
til within a few months of his death. 
While connected with the Police he was made 
a Health Warden in 1857. When New-York and 
Brooklyn came to have separate Police Depart- 
ments, Inspector Waddy,who was then a Sergeant, 
was made Captain of the Third Brooklyn Precinct. 
He subsequently served in the Fourth and Ninth 
Precincts, and in 1878 was made Inspector when 
the force was reorganized under Commis- 
sioners Jourdan, Kaufman, and Briggs. In- 
spector Waddy was” gifted with detec- 
tive abilityof no mean _ order, and _ bore 
the reputation of being one of the keenest Police 
officers in the country. He was largely instru 
mental in clearing up the mystery surrounding the 
Goodrich murder, and the conviction of Gonzales 
and Pellisier for the murder of a Cuban banker 
named Ottero in the City Park was almost entirely 
due to his efforts. The clue to the murderers was 
very slight. A glove not belonging to the 
murderea man was found near the scene of the 
murder. The glove was cut across one of the fin- 
gers. Starting with this clue, the Inspector suc- 
ceeded in arresting Gonzales, one of the murderers, 
as he was stepping aboard a steamer to leave the 
country. The murderer had a deep cut on his hand 
that corresponded to the cut on the 
glove. The citizens of Havana, for this 
piece of detective work, presented the 
Inspector with a handsome piece of _ silver. 
About a year ago Inspector Waddy’s health began 
to give way, but with the indomitable plack which 
was characteristic of the man he stuck to his work 
until he was obliged to take to his bed. Frequent 
exposure in all sorts of weather had sowed the 
seeds of consumption in an unusually stardy 
frame, and of that disease he finally died. The In- 
spector was retired on half pay a few months ago. 
Mr. Waddy, while not an active politician, was an 
earnest Kepublican, but in the performance of his 
Police duties he knew no politics. He leaves a 
widow and four children. 
BLAIZE LORILLARD HARSELL 

Blaize Lorillard Harsell, a lawyer of this 
City, died of Bright's disease of the kidneys yester- 
day, at his residence, No. 24 East Fifty-seventh- 
street, Mr. Harsell was 40 years of age, and was 


born at Bedford, Westchester County. In early 
life he married a Miss Poillon, and subsequently 
studied law im and was- graduated from 
the Columbia College Law School. Soon 
after being admitted to the Bar he formeda law 
partnership with the Hon. Bradford L. Prince, who 
was in early years his schoolmate, and later his 
life-long friend.

Cimes, Chursvay, Hue s, 1882, 


ENDING THE CADET YEAR 
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THE FIRST CLASS EXAMINATION 
PRACTICALLY CLOSED. 

AN ENVIED CADET AMONG HIS COMRADES— 

BUILDING BRIDGES AND PERFORMING 


GYMNASTIC EXERCISES—MORE ‘‘PLEBES’” 


ON THE GROUND—GEN. CUSTER’S STATUE, 
West Pornt, June 7.—One Cadet at the Mil- 
itary Academy is the proud possessor of 120 pairs 
of white duck trousers. Each Cadet is required to 
be provided with 10 pairs, but it is a matter of 
much rivalry among the young men to see who 
shall possess the largest collection of these indis- 
pensable and, at West Point, highly ornamental 
articles of wearing apparel. The Cadet who owns 
120 pairs{has eclipsed all predecessors, and is, 
naturally enough, the envy of the entire corps. 
Most of the young men are compelled to content 
themselves with the regulation number, and the 
limbs of not a few are encased in trousers that 
have done service no one cantell howlong. There 
is a tradition here that one pair of duck trousers 
has been worn by two generations, and eertain it 
is that a good many pairs have passed through 
more than a single course of four years. The trou- 
sers are made of Belfast duck, imported by the 
Government from Ireland. The quality of the 
fabric is the best, and it is well-nigh impossible to 
wear the garments out. Being perfectly white, 
they of course soil very easily, and on a bad day, 
when drills and parades are numerous, as many as 
six or eight changes are made. The trousers are 
made at the tailor’s shop on the post, and the sta- 


dents are charged $4 a pair for them, which is very 
cheap. When the Cadets appeared this morning 
their trousers were as immaculate as ever. Not a 
spot was to be seen on them, and when the young 
men took their places before the blackboards they 
looked as if they were just from the tailor’s shop. 

The examinations were practically concluded to- 
day. The First, or graauating, Class finished at noon. 
The members will hereafter be relieved from the 
imposition of demerits, and, to all intents, are free 
from the rigid discipline of the Academy. The re- 
lief from the long restraint is very agreeable to 
them, as they say themselves, and they are envied 
by the members of the other classes, who are still 
under the ban of the strict rules that prevail. 

The exhibitions in practical military engineering 
this afternoon were novel and interesting, and be- 
gan about 5 o'clock with the construction of a spar 
bridge across a little ravine opposite the engineers’ 
barracks in “‘Bumtown.”’ The structure was what 
anon-military man would have been most apt to 
term a corduroy bridge. It was made of saplings, 
and was bound together with ropes, Not a 
nail was put in it, and yet it was 
perfectly secure. First bents were thrown 
across 60 as to form two inverted Vs 
opposite to each other. A stick was run across 80 
as to join them, and poles were run out from the 
bank to the former. Across the poles were laid 
saplings for the roadway. Dirt was thrown in at 
the ends, and the bridge was completed. The 
Cadets, or as many of them as could be taken, 
gotinto a wagon and were drawn across by a 
team in triumph. From thence the Cadets were 
marched to a point on the east side of the post. 
where Flirtation Walk leads down to a small level 
spot on the edge of the river. Here the building 
ofa ponton bridge was begun. Frame-works of 
wood were put together with maliets by the 
Cadets, who hammered and worked like veterans. 
Over the frame-works were drawn pieces of ,can- 
yas, which transformed them into boats. The 
boats were launched and paddled into position, 
and upon them was laid the flooring. A wagon 
loaded with Cadets was driven over the bridge to 
show its strength. The time occupied in con- 
structing each of the bridges was half an hour. 

In the gymnasium to-night an interesting ex- 
hibition in military gymnastics was given. The 
Cadets appeared clad in white from head to foot, 
and showed a remarkable degree of proficiency in 
acrobatic feats. The Indian cinb exhibition was 
pretty and elicited warm applause. The exercises 
on the hanging plank were ludicrous as well as 
difficult. All of the officers of the post, including 
Gen. Howard, and a large number of visitors, were 
present. 

The Board of Visitors was to have met to-day to 
cousider its recommendations, but three of its 
members were out at dinner and the meeting was 
postponed until to-morrow. 

Gen. Howard, the Superintendent of the Acade- 
my, issued an order to-day permitting the mem- 
bers of the First and Second Classes to visit the 
hotel on the post between 9 and 11 o’clock in the 
evening, until after the graduating exercises on 
Monday. The hotel grounds, which are on the ex- 
treme point, consequently present a brilliant scene 
to-night. Ordinarily taps beat at 10 o'clock, when 
the lights im the barracks must be put out, 
and the Cadets go to bed. The post band has 
been playing on the lawn all the evening, the 
grounds have been filled with young ladies in Sum- 
mer costumes and Cadets in white trousers and 
dress coats, while solicitous fathers and mothers 
have hovered around their sons at the Academy 
except when the latter were engrossed with other 
company. Flirtation Walk has, as a matter of 
course, been traversed by young and, in 
the nomenclature of the Cadets, “spooney” 
couples. Love-making is popularly supposed 
to be a unique feature of examination 
week at West Point, and to-night there 
is every indication that such is the case. From this 
time on life at West Point will wear a changed air. 
There were a great many arrivals to-day, and the 
hotel 1s now full to overflowing. To-night the 
bath-room begins to do service as a sleeping apart- 
ment, In former years, an old man used to come 
from Poughkeepsie to attend the graduating exer- 
clses regularly. He always insisted on sleeping in 
the bath-room, and as no one else ever claimed the 
privilege his wish was gratified. His bed, in ac- 
cordance with his desire, was placed on top of the 
bath one night. The old man slept uneasily, and 
while tossing about turned on the hot water. Be- 
fore he woke up he was nearly parboiled. He 
never came afterward. He is dead now. The hotel, 
which is known as the West Point, was erected 
for the accommodation of the Board of Visitors 
and the parents and friends of Cadets, It is too 
large in midwinter and altogether too small in 
midsummer. It is delightfully situated and is said 
to pay well. The lessee desires a new and larger 
hotel put up, as there is no difficulty in fillinga 
house here in the Summer months. 

Candidates for admission continued to arrive all 
day, and up to the evening 52 had presented them- 
selves. Among those whe came to-day were some 
bright-looking young men. Gilbert P. DeWolf, of 
Georgia, brought a letter of introduetion from the 
Hon. Alexander UH. Stephens, which was 
pleasantly written and spoke well of the 
young man. A _ Iletter from the wife of 
Gen. John <A. Logan introduced Charles 
M. McCook, ason of Edward McCook, who was 
kilied at Yankton, Dakota Territory. Another can- 
didate was Arthur L. Beebe, of New-York, a son 
of ex-Congressman Beebe. The pump in front of 
the Academy Building seemed to be the centre of 
attraction for the new comers, who were like cats 
in astrange garret. They hovered about it and 
spent a good share of their time pumping, drinking, 
and disoussing their chances. common 
bond of friendship seemed to-unite them. As 
a Cadet would say, they felt themselves to be all 
in the same boat, and they bound themselves to 
stick together during the trials of the first year at 
the Academy. Thus far only one candidate has 
absolutely failed to pasa the medical examination. 
This young man was Chilton Rupert Stearns, of 
Michigan, who was not robust enough. He isan 
intelligent-looking boy, but slender and narrow 
ehested. Another young man has been put on pro- 
bation fora year, as it is thought by the end of 
that time his health will enable bim to pass. 

Any one who visits West Point, Winter or Sum- 
mer, will observe that the Cadets wear well-fitting 
shoes. They are made on the post. The “ uni- 
form” or low shoes cost $5 and $6 # pair, and the 
high-laced Winter shoes about the same. The shoe- 
makers are adepts, and proudly proclaim that 
their shoes *‘ beat the world.” In short, there is 
nothing that the Cadets wear that Is not made at 
West Point. They are supplied with three or four 
pairs of gray uniform trousers with a black 
stripe down the sides at a cost of $6each. The 
natiy dress coats, whose tails so greatly resemble 
garden spades in shape, cost $16 and $18. The 
newly admitted Cadets do not receive great coats 
until Winter, and during wet weather inthe Sum- 
mer wear rubber coats. hese the upper class 
Cadets call ‘'* Plebe’ skins.” The Cadets shave 
themselves, but a barber in the barracks bids fair 
to retire before long ona competency acquired by 
charging civilians 50 cents each for scraping 
their faces. Baths to the Cadets are cheap. The 
charge is 3 cents, which is to cover the expense of 
soap and towels. Hair cutting {s a little dearer. 
The rate for that operation is 1244 cents. By some 
itissaid that Lieut.-Col. Lozelle was detailed to 
duty at West Point to stop hazing. Be that as it 
may, there is little or none of it done nowadays. 
Things here are much different from what the 
were. Years ago, when the Cadets use 
to steal out at night and hold high revel 
at Benny Havens’s, down the river, 
there was enough to make life exciting. In front 
of the place where Havens entertained the Cadets 
stands a dock which still bears the name of ‘‘ Ha- 
vens’s Dock,” but no Benny isthere. Dissipation is 
to-day an unpardonable offense. Untila yearago 
one pound of tobacco a month was allowed the 
Cadets to smoke, Since that time smoking has 
been strictly prohibited. In the storehouse there 
ls a large stock of tobacco and briar-wood pipes, 
but there is no sale for them, and they are growing 
shopworn. 

Already the work of trimming the mess-room for 
the ball Friday night is going on. The walls are 
being hidden with flags ard the room will present 
ahandsome appearance when the decorations are 
completed. The issuing of cards to present at the 
door is a new departure and will be a precedent 
for future balls. Heretofore all have been free to 
come and go, and the assemblages have been 
somewhat indiscriminate. One of the Cadets said 
that if the managers of this ball did not reap the 
benefit of the arrangement, those of succeeding 
ones would. 

By an order issued to-day a review of the corps 
will take place at 9 o’clock Monday morning, before 
the Board of Visitors and other distinguisned 
guests. This will be followed by a dress parade, 
and the graduating exercises will begin at 11:30. 
If the weather is fair the exercises will take place 
on the lawn in front of the library, and if not, in 
the chapel. There will be addresses by Gea. H. H, 
Porter, the President of the Board of Visitors, and 
Col. Elwell S. Otis, Commandant of the School of 
Application, at Fort Leavenworth, and, it is ex- 
pected, by Gen. Sherman, Secretary Lincoln, and 
some of the members of the Board of Visitors. A 
light battery drill will be given to-morrow after- 
noon at 5:30. Gen. Sherman will probably arrive 
Saturday evening instead of Sunday evening, and 
if he reaches here in time, a salute will be fired in 
his honor.

THE PHYSICIANS AT ST. PAUL, 


THE NEW-YORK SOCIETY EJECTED FROM 
THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., June 7.—The American 
Medical Association resumed its session this morn- 
ing. Dr. Charles Denison, of Colorado, offered 
a statement, the substance of which was that 
a misapprehension existed in the minds of 
many persons as to the liberty of action 
authorized by the association in the treatment of 
disease; that rational medicine demands absolate 


freedom in selecting and administering medicine, 
and there is nothing in the code of the American 
Medical Association prohibiting the use of any 
known and honorable means of combating disease; 
that it welcomes every new discovery in the 
healing science; that it therefore rejects the term 
“allopaths” as an untrue designation, and con- 
cluding with a sly slap at homeopathy as unscien- 
tific in prineiple and dangerous in_ practice. 
This was referred to the Judicial Council. 
Dr. J. <A.  Octerloney, of Louisville, deliv- 
ered an address on “Medicine,” giving the 
recent discoveries in diagnosis and late investiga- 
tions into the germ theory. Dr. Henry O. Marcy 
delivered an address on “ Obstetrics and the Dis- 
eases of Women,” illustrated with the solar micro- 
scope. The Judicial Council reported as follows 
in regard to the Medical Society of the State of 
New-York: 

“In regard to the reception of delegates from the 
New-York State Medical Society, having carefully ex- 
amined the code of ethics adopted by the New- 
York State Medical Society at its annual meet- 
ing in February, 1882, as furnished by the 
Secretary of said society, we find in_ said 
revised code rovisions essentially 
from and in ¢ 
association, and therefore, in accordance with the 
provision of the ninth by-law of this association, de- 
cide unanimously that said New-York State Medical 
Society is not entitled te representation by delegates 
in the American Medical Association.” 


This action is final, and was received with great 


applause.

GOULD’S LATEST GAME. 
A PLAN TO POSTPONE THE METROPOLITAN 

ELECTION ) UNTIL’, NOVEMBER. 
, Mr. Jay Gould and Mr.: Russell Sage con- 
ened a meeting yesterday:of their colleagues in 
the directory of the Metropolitan Elevated Rall- 
way Company. Mr. Sage presided, Mr. Gould sit- 
ting at his side, while assembled about the mag- 
nates were their lesser lights—Navarro, Garrisou, 
Sloan, Dillon, and Dodge. The ‘“non-assenting” 
Directors—S. H. Kneeland and Joseph S. Stout— 
were also on hand, but hardly prepared for the in- 
teresting developments which followed. Mr.Samuel 


Sloan offered resolutions, which were adopted, to 
show that the by-laws of the three elevated rail- 
Way companies should be “assimilated,” and, 
seconded by Sidney Dillon, moved that the by- 
laws of the Metropolitan Company be repealed, 
and in their place those of the Manhattan Com- 
pany substituted. Messrs. Kneeland and Stout dis- 
covered at once the Gould finger points. The very 
first section of the Manhattan by-laws provides as 
follows: | 

“The annual meeting of the stoekholders shall be 
held at the office of the company, in the City of New- 
York,on the second Wednesday of November, at 
hoon, in each year.”’ 

While the Gould party controls the directory of 
the Metropolitan Company, the majority of the 
company’s capital stock is held by Messrs. Knee- 
land and Stout and persons intheir interest, who 
havetunited in opposition to the Gould-Fiela-Sage 
scheme to supplant a guaranteed dividend of 10 
per cent. for 6 per cent. But the Gould 
clique has declared that the Kneeland- 
Stout combination is held together only 
by reason of the fact that Mr. Kneeland and Mr. 
Stout hold proxies on outside stock, which proxies 
cannot be withdrawn until after the second Tues- 
a in July. Under the provisions of the Metro- 
politan by-laws the regular annual meeting of the. 
shareholders of the company fallsupon the second 
Tuesday of July. Assured of the support of a 
majority of the stockholders to a point beyond 
this date for the annual election, the opponents of 
the Gould crowd have planned te elect an entirely 
new Board of Directors, driving out Gould, Sage, 
Field, and their followers. But the adoption 
of the Manhattan by-laws, postponing the annual 
election until November, gives the clique further 
time and opportunities to make their possession 
more secure, They kave claimed that many of 
the shareholders acting with Mr. Kneeland and 
Mr. Stout are anxious to sever that connection, 
and will gladly fly to the Gould party, But, asked 

sterday as to the reason for the adoption of the 

anhattan by-laws, a representative of Mr. Gould 
declared that the object was far removed from any 
relation to the approaching eleetion of Directors. 
It was simply to bring the workings of the separate 
companies ‘‘into unison.’’ It was for ‘ unison,” 
also, that a formal resolution was offered by José 
¥F. de Navarro and seconded by W. R. Garrison, 
setting forth that “the next election of Directors 
of the Metropolitan Elevated Railway Company 
be, and the same is, hereby postponed from the 
second ‘Tuesday in July, 1882, to the second 
Wednesday of November, 1882, at noon.”’ 

The Gould party was exuberant over this “clever 
piece of work,” and there was much chuckling 
over the prospective wiping out of hold, bad. 
liberal opponents. Mr. Kneeland, Mr. Stout, and 
their confréres, however, seemed far from cast 
fown. Denouncing earnestly the trick of the 
directory. Mr. Kneeland said, tersely: ‘* Gould 
and his followers will find that this willend in no 
victory. We have not compromised. We know 
our rights; we will protect them. A majority of 
the stock is with us, and we believe firmly that we 
tan depend uponit. This is only another of the 
long series of disreputable acts which marked the 
clique's fight against the shareholders.”

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RAMSCAR’S CASE IN COURT. 
HIS BAIL REDUCED AND AN EXAMINATION 
GRANTED. 

William H. Ramscar, the Secretary and Su- 
perintendent of the Unsectarian Home for Old 
Gentlemen and Asylum and Sanitarium for Chil- 
dren, was taken before’ Judge Lawrence, In Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, yesterday, on a writ of 
habeas corpus. He was committed to the Tombs 
on Monday by Coroner Brady afterajury had found 
a verdict that the institution which he managed 
had been kept in a manner detrimental to the 
health of its inmates, and that several 


children had died there because they had not been 
properly cared for. Atthe hearing on the writ of 
habeas corpus Col. Cnarles 8. Spencer argued that 
the commitment upon which Ramscar was sent to 
the Tombs was defective in that it was not dated, 
and that it did not specify what children had died 
in the asylum of improper treatment, nor state in 
what way Ramscar was connected with the causes 
of their deaths. Col. Spencer asked for the dis- 
charge of the prisoner upon this ground. In case 
that motion shewuld not be granted, he asked that 
2Zamscar’s bail should be reduced from $5,000, at 

which Coroner Brady fixed it. He also insisted 
that the Coroner should have granted Ramscar an 
examination before he committed him to the 
Tombs. Ramscar, he urged, was entitled to meet 
any charges that might be made against him. He 
had been deprived of that right by the Coroner, 
but, Col. Spencer insisted, he should now be ac- 
corded it or at once discharged frem arrest. 

Assistant District Attorneys O’Byrne and Brady 
appeared forthe prosecution of Ramscar. They 
objected to his discharge, but agreed that he 
should have an examination, and that his bail 
might safely be reduced to $2,000. Judge Law- 
rence, in deciding the matter, said that, although 
the commitment was unskillfully drawn, it yet 
contained sufficient to justify the detention of 
Ramscar. He then reduced the bail to $2,000, and 
ordered Ramscar to be examined upon the charge 
against him before a Police magistrate.

STRIKING HORSE-SHOERS ENCOURAGED, 

Tho journeymen horse-shoers employed at 
the horse railroad and stage depots in this City 
nearly all struck yesterday morning for an In- 
crease of wages to $3 per day; and the Executive 
‘Committee of their union met at Miiliman’s Hall, 
in Twenty-sixtn-street, near Seventh-avenue, 
where they sat all day to receive reports from the 
various shops on strike. The first report they re- 
ceived was from the shop of the Madison-avenue 
stage line, which stated that the Superintendent 
had told his horse-shoers that they need not leave 
the shop, as the company would pay the advance. 
The next report was fromthe shopof the Fifth- 
avenue stage line, where the advance was also 
paid. This was very encouraging to the strikers 
of the other’ shops, and when it was 
announced that the Belt Line had _ also 
aceeded to tbe demands of the strikers 
they became jubilant and_ cheered loudly. 
The Forty-second-Street and Grand-Street Cross- 
town Railroad at first refused to pay the advance, 
and the horse-shoers went out ina body. Later in 
the day a report was sent to the strikers’ head-quar- 
tors that the men from that shop had been sent for 
to-return to work at union rates, and still later 1t 
was announced that the Seecond-Avenue Railroad 
had also promised to pay. $3 ver day, Last even- 
ing tnose still on strike said that tney could afford 
to stand out longer than the railroad companies 
could run their cars, as the horses would be soon 
losing their shoes.

MR, HUTCHINSON’S EXPULSION. , 
THE MEMBERS.OF THE STOCK EXCHANGE 
INFORMED OF THE FACT, 

President Lawrence formally announced to 
the members of the Stock Exchange yesterday that 
the Exchange Governors had expelled William J. 
Hutchinson from the board. The charge and 
specifications upon which Mr. Hutchinson was 
tried were read from the rostrum by Secretary B. 
O. White, the members of the Exchange assembling 


close before him and giving him undivided 
attention. Except as reports have occasionally 
appeared in the newspapers, the members of the 
Exchange had had no opportunity of learning any- 
thing of the evidence taken by the investigating 
committee, special care having been exercised to 
make nothing public until the entire inquiry was 
completed and action taken py the Exchange Gov- 
ernors. The charge against Mr. Hutchinson was 
summarized as “Obvious fraud in his dealings 
with and forthe account of John R. Duff during 
several years, ending Deo, 31, 1881." The 
specifications were nine in number and lengthy. 
The first alleges that Mr. Hutchinson was *‘un- 
faithful to the trust’ imposed on him by Duff, 
and so executed orders as to bring loss to 
Duff and profit to himself. The second re- 
cites that on Nov. 22, 1880, Hutchinson directed 
the transfer of 12,000shares of Western Union stock 
from Duff’s account to the account of Kennedy, 
Hutchinson & Co.; that Kennedy, Hutchinson & 
Co. paid only 100 for the stock, whereas the lowest 
price of the stock on that day in the Stock Ex- 
change was 102, and the highest 10474, and that this 
transfer was made without the knowledge or au- 
thority of Duff, and greatly to his detriment, and 
was fraudulent. The third specification sets forth 
that on Feb. 25, 1881, during what was known 
as the bank panic, Hutchinson, as one of the 
firm of Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co., professed to 
sell for account of Duff 12,500 shares of stock, but 
that no sales were really made of 7,700 shares of 
said stock, that amount {having been fraudulently 
transferred from the account of Duff to the ac- 
count of Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co., viz., 
5,000 shares of Chicago and North-western, 
1,800 shares of Union Paclfic, and 900 
shares of Western Union Telegraph. Specification 
No. 4 alleges that on Jan. 3, 1881, Hutchinson first 
sold for Duff 26,000 shares of Western Union at 8034 
to 81; that he then bought for his firm, immediate- 
ly thereafter, 6,400 shares of said stock from 80% 
to 8234; that he tnen bought largely for Duff at 
trom 84% to 8514; that at the close of business on 
that day he transferred trom the account of Duff 
to the account of Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co, 8,400 
shares of sald stock at 8344; wherexs all the pur- 
chases made by the firm for said Duff during 
tho day, with the exception of 200 shares, 
had been at a higher price than 8844; that 
he then again transferred  tlrese 8,400 
shares, together with others, amounting in 
all to 5,500 shares, to two other customers of the 
firm at prices ranging from 8414 to 85%, which 
transfers, so far, at least, as the account of Duff 
was coneerned, were unauthorized, illegal, and 
fraudulent, Specification No. 5 charges Hutchin- 
gon with the purchase of several thoasand shares 
of Western Union at from 95 to 96 on May 22, 1880, 
charging 96 for 1,000 shares fraudulently trans- 
ferred from his firm. The sixth specification re- 
cites a transaction on June 1, 1880, in 2,000 shares 
of Western Union, where the transfer was 
from Duff's account to Hutchinson's firm 
at a price under the market. ‘The sev- 
enth speeification summarizes various fraud- 
ulent transfers of a kindred character 
on May 15, June 11, July 1, July 6, and Oct. 4, 1880. 
The eichth specification covers fraudulent transac- 
tions by Hutchinson through another brokerage 
house with which he had a private account, 
Through this private account he frequently bought 
of and sold to his own firm, Kennedy, Hutchinson 
& Co., stocks which the said firm were selling or 
buying for the account of Duff; that on the 5th 
day of January, 1881, when Hutchinson, as one of 
the ‘firm of Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co., 
bought a large amount of Western Union 
for account of Duff, from 8&4 to 89, he sold 
individually and for his own private benefit 
through John Bloodgood & Co., to the tirm of Ken- 
nedy, Hutchinson & Co., on account or said pur- 
chases, 4.000 shares of said ;stock at 89, the highest 
price; that on the 17th day of February, 1881, when 
Hutchinson, as one of the firm of Kennedy, Hutch- 
inson & Co., sold for account of Duff large 
amounts of Hannibal and St. Joseph at prices rang- 
ing from 60 to 5444, Hutchinson bought, through 
John Bloodgood & Co., for his own private account 
and benefit, 1.500 shares at 5454. The ninth and 
final specification alleges fraud in the management 
of Duff's interests in the famous Hannibal and St. 
Joseph deal. ~ 

Mr. Hutchinson did not appear in Wall-street 
yesterday. He will probably remain at his resi- 
dence, Oceanic, N. J., forthe next few days, hav- 
ing in view, 1t is intimated by his friends, the pre- 
paration of acomplaint in a suit against persons 
py whom he claims to have been grossly wronged.

RELTON ASTONISHED. 
BUPERINTENDENT FAIRMAN AND THE FOR- 
EIGN INSURANCE COMPANIES, 

It was learned in well-informed insurance 
eircles yesterday that all the preliminary arrange- 
ments looking to the reinsurance of the Water- 
town Insurance Company by the Sun Insurance 


Company of London have been completed. The 
contract, however, cannot be signed until 
the latter company obtains authority from 
the Insurance Department to do busi- 
ness in this State. The new = insurance 
law affecting foreign companies,it appears,is likely 
to postpone final action in the matter for a timo. 
While this law which prohibits foreign companies 
from advertising assets other than those deposited 
by them in this country, was pending in the Legisla- 
ture, Mr. Relton, Secretary of the Sun,arrived here 
proceeded unobserved to Watertown and opened 
negotiations with the company of that name. Al- 
though the Sun had never published any statement 
of its condition and was not Inclined to do so, he 
concluded, in order that the proposed contract 
with the Watertown might be carried out, 
to make such a statement as would be ac- 
ceptable to the Insurance Department. His 
attention, however, being called to the 
vending bill he at once resolved to assist in secur- 
i its passage, thereby obviating the objection ro 
making the statement. Accordingly the company's 
solicitors in this country cast all their influence on 
the side of the bill. In the meantime the, Board of 
Underwriters, viewing the measure as an instru- 
ment to open the State doorto all kind of specu- 
lative and doubtful insurance enterprises from 
abroad, sent committees to Albany to oppose it. 
Gov. Cornell, however, signed the bill, and it is 
now in operation. Contrary to the expectations of 
many who favored and opposed the bill, Insurance 
Superintendent Fairman is understood to hold 
that it does not repeal any existing law. 
For instance, an existing law provides that no 
foreign company shall be entitled to a certificate 
authorizing it to do business in this State unless it 
has a pald up capital of at least $500,000. As the 
recent enactment prohibits the making of state- 
ments touching capital and assets abroad the 
Superintendent holds that he shall require a de- 
posit of $500,000 in United States bonds with his 
department as evidence that a foreign company 
applying for admission is entitled to a certificate. 
Under this construction, and in view of the fact 
that the new law calls for a deposit of $200,000, no 
foreign compary can obtain after this date 
permission to do_ business here until it 
sball have deposited $700;000 in United States 
bonds at Albany. It is believed that this construc- 
tion of the law was a revelation to Mr. Relton for 
which he was not prepared. Atall events, it is not 
yet definitely known whether the Sun will put up 
the required $700,000, but until it does the contract 
with the Watertown, whieh also provides for the 
future management of the Sun in this country, 
cannot be ratified. 

This ruling of the Superintendent, it is believed, 
will be a severe blow to the aspirations of several 
insurance men, who are said to be negoviating for 
positions as resident managers of foreign com- 
panies which would come here provided the de- 
posit did not exceed $200,000. It is generally be- 
lieved that a deposit of $700,000 will virtually pre- 
vent the arrival here of any additiona! foreign 
companies. The foreign companies already estab- 
lished in this country, of course, are not affected 
by the ruling.
